"It was colder than (fill in your 


own)!" 


According to local sources and the 


UPI, it was colder overnight than it has 
been this winter in most sections of the 
state, with Saranac Lake in the 
Adirondacks claiming honors with mi- 
nus 43 degrees F. Strong winds created 
a chill factor that residents didn't even 
bother to compute. It was so cold that 
water lines froze on dead-end streets. 


Kingston got just about as cold as 


any place in Ulster County, tying the 
Jan. 19 record, set in 1938, of 46 at 
6:45 a.m. today, according to the City 
Engineer's Office. 


Incidentally, noted Norwood "Doc" 


Locke, the lowest temperature ever 
recorded in Kingston was -19 degrees 
in January, 1935. On Sunday the 
mercury contracted and expanded 
between minus and plus eight degrees. 


There is a good 15 inches of solid ice 


covering Cooper Lake in Bearsville, 
according to a report from Gene Pettet 
and it was certainly fortified by the 
minus 14 degrees overnight. This read- 
ing is "10 degrees colder than it was 
yesterday," he said, adding it is this 
year's extremity. 


Those riding to work early this morn- 


ing past running water such as along 
Sawkill Road saw billowing clouds of 
water vapor rising from the currents 
where they ran swiftly enough to es- 
cape the paralyzing clutch of winter. 


At Belleayre Ski Center the general 


rule of thumb prevailed of slightly 
higher temperatures than in the val- 
leys, with a minus 10 reading on the 
slopes compared to those in the minus 
20 range in Roxbury and Pine Hill. 
Ideal skiing conditions were reported 
as the snow can be reworked constantly 
for coverage without losing any flakes. 


Near the 
Canadian 
border at 


Massena the temperature plunged to - 
36 and it was -30 at Watertown. Detroit 
reported a -18 degrees, the coldest 
January day since that city started 
keeping records 104 years ago. 


The wind will become southerly to- 


day, sweeping out the arctic cold from 
this region and return us to seasonable 
temperatures in the 20s today and 
Tuesday, dropping to 5 to 15 above 
tonight with snow flurries likely tomor- 
row.

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11 Paltz Classes Canceled as 14 Lose Jobs 


NEW PALTZ 


Fourteen persons have lost their positions at State University 


College at New Paltz due to the statewide reduction in force 
ordered for Feb. 29. The reduction means 11 classes will be 
canceled. 


Three of the positions (involving seven people) are in the 


faculty, six are in maintenance and one is in student services. 


The 14 poets are equivalent to 10 full time positions. 
President Stanley Coffman Jr. said "the cuts come at a time 


when the college can ill afford them, affecting as they do our 
spring term activities. Personnel losses, coupled with the 
reduction in non-personnel expenses, come at a time when the 
college is serving a record number of students. This means 
fewer classes, more crowded classes and a'reduction in support 
services for those students," he said. 
Saugerties Man 
Is Fire Victim 


Dr. Peter Vukasin, vice president for academic affaire, said 


the new cut of three full time equivalent faculty positions for 
the spring semester means that 11 classes will have to be 
canceled. "However," hd added, "the actual effect on spring 
plans IB even greater, since we are also unable to refill positions 
vacant pnor to mid-December. Failure to use them as planned 
in the spring will result in cancellation of about another dozen 
classes. All of this means that student choice will be reduced 
and other classes will have to be expanded to include more 
students than desirable." 


"Our loss is in the college activities office," Eileen Farley, 


vice president for student affairs, said, "We have a new director 
in that office this year who has vastly increased the number 
of activities for students and the use of the Student Union 


Building, when he was already short one person. A cut in this 
area poses a serious threat to the momentum that wag built 
up last year." 


Ron Wonnser, vice president for administration, noted that 


the loss of six maintenance people compounds the problems 
caused by other budget cuts "When money is not available 
for new equipment or facilities or for major repairs, it becomes 
all the more important that day-to-day maintenance be 
performed to keep serviceable what we have. This new cut puts 
a serious stumbling block in our path." 


Coffman, noting that the cuts for the college are part of a 


statewide effort to balance the budget, pledged that New Paltz 
will do everything in its power to continue to serve as many 
people as possible with quality educational services within the 
limits of available resources.

George Campbell, 66, 


died late Sunday as fire 
raced through his West 
Bridge Street home in 
the Village of Saugerties.

Saugerties, Giasco, Cen- 
terville, Maiden-West 
Camp and Ulster Hose 
fire departments battled 
the raging fire through- 
out the frigid morning 
hours. Some trucks were 
still at the scene after 
sunrise. The house was 
totally destroyed, of- 
ficials saia.

forts. One Saugerties 
volunteer fireman, iden- 
tifeid as Frank Ruddy, 
18, of 22 Prospect Street, 
reportedly sustained 
frostbite.

Use Drug 


MARIJUANA 


(Editor's Note: This is the second in a three-part series 
examining the historical, scientific, medical and legal 
aspects of the marijuana controversy. Today's article 
includes a look at the chemistry and biology and a 
subjective analysis of "pot."

excitation through the autonomic nervous system. Like 
aspirin, we don't know how it works."—from "The Stoned 
Age" by John Rublowsky, 1974 


Being inventive creatures, human beings have tried using 


marijuana for all kinds of ailments over the centuries, as the 
"trial and error" method preceded the scientific method and 
is apparently still widely employed today; witness the 
chemical concoctions we apply to our bodies and stuff in our 
mouths 


Being a natural and ubiquitous plant with vaguely defined 


beneficial properties, marijuana is used by an estimated 300 
million persons worldwide today and is considered the third 
most widely used drug ranking behind only alcohol (a 
sedative) and tobacco -(nicotine—a stimulant) Coffee is 
widely used in the Wenem world, containing caffeine, 
another stimulant 


Marijuana is not a narcotic, but a stimulant It's peculiar 


properties seem to stimulate the mind while tranquihzmg 
it simultaneously. Strangely, the pulse rate is increased but 
the blood pressure is apparently not affected in any 
predictable way Alterations in organ functions seem to be 
the result of stimulation by the central nervous system No 
direct action on the body's organs has been verified 


Effects must be divided into two general fields for 


discussion the known physiological responses and the 


subjective "mood" feelings which are generally conceded to 
be the primary reason most people smoke 


As mentioned in part one of this series, the Chinese used 


pot for a wide range of debilities about 2,500 BC, and even 
at that time there were those who sought to outlaw its use 
That a preconception on the effects of marijuana definitely 
affects its enjoyment has been shown in a 1968 Boston 
University School of Medicine study, with some other 
interesting results suggesting that grass is only about as 
effective as you want it to be in your own head 


Testing non-users and chronic users of marijuana on the 


same controlled amounts of the weed emphasized that 
learning the techniques of smoking and learning to perceive 
the stimulant's effects on one's senses is more important 
than the amount smoked 


All 24 chronic smokers reoorted being "high" on two grams 


of U S Government grown Mexican grass, while only one 
of nine novices was high On a numbers test for logical 
thought processes, all chronic users improved when they 
were high, while novices did worse 


And in a related test on driving a car on pot versus alcohol, 


it was found "stoned" drivers went slower and drunk drivers 
faster than normal while "stoned" drivers made more speed 
judgment errors on pot but not on the accelerator, brake, 
signals steering, while drunk drivers made more errors en 
speed judgment, accelerator, brakes, signals, but not on 
steering. 


The principal active ingredient in pot is thought to be 


Delta-9-tetrahydrocannabmol, according to the National 
Institute of Mental Health It states that subjective effects 
of ingesting are alteration of time perception, euphoria, 
relaxation, increased suggestibility of sensed, perhaps exag- 
gerated laughter, hunger. 


The NIMH states as proven physiological effects increased 
pulse rate, reddening of eyea, dry mouth The American 
Medical Association, with a strong lobby against marijuana 
use for more than 25 years, names the same results and adds 
"hypoglycemia," lowering of blood sugar that is sometimes 
named as the cause for what is popularly described as "the 
munchies" in marijuana parlance 


The American Journal of Psychiatry in 1967 agreed with 


the three NIMH effectt and debunked the old myth about 
marijuana use dilating the pupils, it cited possible dif- 
ficulties with pot as reported by some individuals to be the 
lessening of powers of concentration, rapid and disorganized 
association, anxiety, confusion, floating sensation 


A report issued in March, 1972 by the National Com- 


mission on Marijuana and Drug Abuse entitled "Marijuana 
A Signal of Misunderstanding" compiled by nine appointees 
of former President Nixon, two U.S Senators, and two 
members of the House, concluded " . the most notable 
itatement that can be made abut the vast majority of 
marijuana users, experimenters, and intermittent users is 
that they are essentially indistinguishable from their non- 
manjuana using peers by any fundamental critenon other 
than their manjuana use " 


Some other quotes from this critical analysis "no con- 


clusive evidence exuta of any physical damage, disturbances 
of bodily processes or proven human fatalities attributable 
solely to even very high doses of manjuana " 


• "Although a number of studies have been performed, at 


present no reliable evidence exists indicating that manjuana 
causes genetic defects in man "

Indiana Passes ERA

Elated supporters of the 


Equal Rights Amendment 
hail its approval by the 
Indiana legislature as 'a 
"major breakthrough" in 
their efforts to win ratifi- 
cation. Three more states 
now are needed. 


A telephone call from 


Rosalynn Carter may have 
ensured passage of the 
amendment in Indianapolis 
Tuesday. 


State Sen.* Wayne 


Townsend said he returned 
a call Tuesday from the 
incoming first lady and she 
asked him to vote for the 
amendment if he found it in 
his conscience to do so. 


Townsend, wavering on 


how to vote and besieged by 
conflicting mail and calls, 
told reporters "There was 
no political pressure. I 
voted for it because I was 
trying to do what was right 
in my conscience." 


The final Senate vote was 


26 to 24. Loss of 


Townsend's vote could have 
blocked Indiana'* becoming 
the 35th state to ratify 
ERA, since the 
motion 


would have failed of pas- 
sage on a tie vote. 


The League of Women 


Voters described the Indi- 
ana vote as a "needed 
breakthrough for final rati- 
fication." 


Women's rights groups 


generally have conceded 
that the amendment would 
be dead unless they could 
obtain at least three more 
states this year. Before to- 
day, four were needed. 


"Indiana's passage of 


ERA so early in the year is 
a clear indication that rati- 
fication is close at hand," 
said League President Ruth 
Clusen. 


ERA proponents 
have 


singled out five states — 
North Carolina, 
Nevada, 


Missouri, Oklahoma and 
Florida — as the most like- 
ly to ratify the amendment 
in 1977. They believe Indi- 


ana gave them a much- 
desired momentum 
that 


could carry the amendment 
over the top soon. 


Mary Brooks, the 


League's ERA expert, said 
if one target state acts fa- 
vorably, "they can't stop 
us." 


The "they" she referred 


to were opponents who in 
Indiana and other states 
invoked 
reduced states' 


rights) homosexual mar- 
riages, unisex toilets and 
lost tax credits in debating 
the measure. 


John Gardner, who 


founded and heads the 
citizen's lobby Common 
Cause, said Indiana's Gen- 
eral Assembly set an "im- 
portant example" by ratify- 
ing the ERA. 


"Indiana has become the 


35th state to support a fun- 
damental principle in our 
country: fair play and an 
equal chance, regardless of 
sex," he said.

• "No objective evidence of specific pathology of brain 


tiiiue has been documented. This fact contrast* sharply 
with the well-establiihed brain damage of chronic alco- 
holiim." 


• "Cannabis does not lead to physical dependence." 
• "Rewarch has not yet proven that marijuana use 


significantly impairs driving ability or performance." 


• In sum, the weight of the evidence is that marijuana does 


not cause violent or agressive behavior." 


• The fact should be emphasized that the overwhelming 


majority of users do not progress to other drugs." 


These are safety-oriented findings. Pleasure-oriented find- 


ings include general agreement that marijuana smoking 
enhances the taste of food, the richness of music, the 
deepness and brightness of colors, feelings of humor when 
so disposed, and sometines feelings of sadness when so 
disposed. Cats and dogs seem to react to its fumes in much 
the same manner as do humans, acting playful as on catnip 
or dozing. 


Whatever its legal future, its de facto future seems assured 


whether marijuana is viewed as the "least of many evils" 
or as a positive force. As the editors of Consumer Reports 
said in a book "Licit and Illicit Drugs" by Edward M. 
Brecher, "It is now much too late to debate the issue: 
marijuana versus no marijuana. Marijuana is here to stay. 
No conceivable law enforcement policy can curb its avail- 
ability."

KINGSTON - Nancy 


Galloway is a well-spoken, 
attractive woman in her 
late twenties. When she 
smiles her pale blue eyes 
get an almost girlish 
twinkle. 


But 
Nancy Galloway 


hasn't been smiling too 
much, lately. 


Tonight she goes to 


court, charged with third 
degree assault on her 
common-law husband, 
who had her and her three 
children locked out of their 
home last Saturday night 
after a fight. 


She had bruises on her 


right arm, her stomach 
and she was limping slight- 
ly because, she said, she 
had been kicked in the leg 
during the argument. 


But the man, Ronald 


Hayes, 24, of West Hurley 
"got to the police first," 
she says, had her charged 
with assault and said he 
wanted her and the kids 
out of the home they had 
shared for the past several 
years — a home that was 
purchased entirely in his 
name. 


Esopus Town Justice 


Robert Jordan said he had 
no choice but to arraign 
the woman and order her 
to pack a few things and 
move. 


"It's a sad thing, but 


under the law she had no 
legal interest in the house. 
He said he'd have her ar- 
rested for trespassing if she 
came back...and he 
could," said Jordan, who 
released Mrs. Galloway in 
her own recognizance with 
the stipulation that she 
and the children stay at 
Mrs. Galloway's mother's 
home in Kingston until the 
case is settled. 


"We bought that house 


togther. I used up all my 
extra money paying for it,, 
furnishing it, because I 
thought, when the time 
came to go our separate 
ways I'd have a few things 
ahead and there'd be no 
hassles," she said. 


Now Mrs. Galloway 


wants the whole world to 
know just 
how many 


hassles there are being an 
unmarried wife and moth- 
er. 


"You just don't have any 


rights. I think women 
ought to know just what 
the hell it's all about?..it's 
a long, sad story," she lam- 
ented. 


Law enforcement and 


court officials in Ulster 
County agree, but quickly 
add that it's a story that 
they are hearing more and 
more often these days. 


"You get a situation 


where both people are 


paying the bills, and they 
have a fight or the man 
starts seeing someone else, 
and the woman is just lett 
holding the bag," said Lt. 
David 
Hughes of 
the 


sheriffs department. "It 
seems that men are smart 
enough to get everything in 
their names." 


Mrs. Galloway was a 


divorcee with two young 
children when she moved 
back to Kingston from Los 
Angeles about three yean 
ago. Her mother was ill 
and she says she wanted to 
help out if she could. 


Her estranged husband 


was dead by that time. 


While she was in Califor- 


nia she had supported her 
family by working as a 
manager in a retail sales 
business. After several 
years she renewed a long- 
time interest in music and 
theatre and began playing 
piano and backup for 
many of the recording ar- 
tists in the L.A. area. 


Then her mother fell ill 


and she came home to the 
city where she had grown 
up and gone to high school. 
And she met Ron Hayes 
and "I guess I fell in love." 


The details of their rela- 


tionship aren't easy for her 
to talk about. She quietly 
fingers a ring of keys and 
two or three times has to 
take a deep breath and 
swallow some tears. 


More than once-her voice 


softens almost to a whisper 
as if to keep herself from 
hearing painful memories 
of fights, visits to marriage 
counseling psychologists, 
an abortion, more fights, 
and finally a baby which 
Hayes legally acknowl- 
edges as his own. 


While Mrs. 
Galloway 


was being 
interviewed, 


Christopher — now 11 
months old — was spend- 
ing the night with his 
grandmother. Maria, 10, 
and Anthony, 
9, were 


playing nearby with their 
new puppy, Teddy. 


The day was Anthony's 


birthday and it was during 
a party for him that the 
last fight broke out. 


"Ron hadn't been living 


at home for a couple of 
weeks. He was seeing this 
younger girl and living 
with his parents. Well, he 
came in Saturday and I 
had a houseful of kids and 
we got into a fight. He 
shoved me and I decided to 
fight back." 


During the course of the 


fight, Hayes' girlfriend, 
who was out in his car, 
came in and, said Mrs. 
Galloway, "began scream- 
ing and shouting things at 
me...all those children saw 
what happened. What are 
they going to go home and 
tell their parents?" 


Anthony and Maria 


found a vending machine 
with candy bars and soft 
drinks. The young man of 
the family carefully 
walked over with a cup of 
coffee "light with sugar, 
Mommy. It will make you 
fell better." 


. A lawyer at Mid-Hudson 
Legal services says he'll 
talk to Mrs. Galloway and 
she if she has any evidence 
that might prove that part 
of the house ,and the 
furniture in her former 
home are really hers. 


First Assistant District 


A t t o r n e y M i c h a e l 
Kavanagh says she can 
call him for information on 
how to file countercharges 
for assault against Hayes. 


The Sheriff's Depart- 


ment is investigating ac- 
cusations she made 
against' Hayes concerning 
illegal activities. 


Jordan says he will help 


her find an assigned coun- 
sel because she has .no 
money to hire her own law- 
yer. 


But none of these people 


have any real answers for 
Mrs, Galloway or for any 
other of the hundreds of 
women in the county who 
are faced with similar situ-

"I can assure you there

All Manner of Persuasions Fail 
Woodstock Town Board Refuses Talk Things Out with Family 


WOODSTOCK - Both 


friendly and unfriendly 
were the persuasions ex- 
erted, but they failed to 
move the Woodstock Town 
Board Tuesday night to kiss 
and make up with Family. 
By a straight party line vote 
of 3-2, the Republican 
members defeated a 
Democrat-sponsored mo- 
tion that the board and 
Family "sit down together 
within a week to try and 
resolve their differences." 


Even more emphatically, 


the GOP side of the aisle 
turned aside pleas for a 
board recommendation to 
the county legislature that 
Family's 
funding be re- 


instated 
in the county 


budget, from which it was 
eliminated this year. 


Said Supervisor Val Cad- 


den, "There is no way 1 
could vote to have funds 
reinstated without having 
the state set up guidelines 
for Family to work with our 
local constabulary. As long 
as Family works against the 
constabulary here, I'm 
against them being funded 
in this town." 


Her comment drew waves 


of supportive applause from 
a majority of the more than 
150 people packed into 
Town Hall, many of them 
long-time residents, includ- 
ing 
a 
large Woodstock 


Township Taxpayers As- 
sociation contingent. Fami- 
ly, with only six years resi- 
dency as a local service 
group, was clearly on the 
defensive last .night, al- 
though supporters of the 
agency's mental health and 
social services work man- 
aged to field some words of 
praise. 


But the basic contention 


against any financial or 
moral support for Family 
remained 
lodged in the 


long-time problems local 
police maintain they have 
ha"d 
with 
the 
agency's 


board. Those problems cen- 
ter on Family's insistence 
that client confidentiality 
must be preserved, and the 


equally adamant claims by 
constables that this ham- 
pers investigation of crimi- 
nal and runaway cases. 


Said chief constable Wil- 
4 


ham Waterous, "For six 
years, the board and the 
constabulary have been sit- 
ting down and talking with 
Family. But both the board 
and police are constantly 
attacked at public meetings 
and in the newspapers be- 
cause of Family, Family, 
Family." Added Waterous, 
"If we are funding Family, 
we want to know who they 
are, what their criteria are, 
and what's involved in the 
funding we're voting on for 
them." 


C o u n c i l m a n Lester 


Shultis also maintained 
that "Family has badgered, 
threatened, and" harassed 
Republican members of the 
board." And, said Shultis, 
in spite of the fact that 
Family knew full well the 
board's concern about lack 
of cooperation with the po- 
lice, and also hoped for the 
board's backing of its fund- 
ing, it was still not cooper- 
ating with the constabulary 
as recently as this month. 


Mrs 
Cadden agreed. 


"Family and the police 
should be working together 
and helping each other," 
she said. "If they had sin- 
cerely wanted the board to 
come out in favor of them to 
help avoid the loss of their 
funding, they would not 
have just recently denied 
information to constables." 


She had reference, she 


said, to an early January 
assault case in which police 
had traced the alleged at- 
tacker to Family, had been 
told the person was not 
there, 
and 
subsequently 


found him in the bathroom. 


"And this happened after 


all 
the 
other 
problems 


we've encountered and dis- 
cussed with Family," Mrs. 
Cadden said. "There have 
been similar cases after 
cases 
after cases," she 


added, "and until the state 
tells us what the laws are 


governing Family, we can- 
not support their funding." 


Family director Michael 


Berg continued to argue 
that the specific problems 
between his agency, the 
board, and police should be 
discussed "just between the 
three of us." But Valentine 
Schwind of the Taxpayers 
Association insisted his 
group also wanted to sit in 
on any such meetings. 


County Legislator Ed- 


ward Ullmann, D-Dist. 2, 
urged Woodstock to "at 
least support Family's 24- 
hour crisis line by recom- 
mending its retention to 
county 
lawmakers." 
He 


noted countywide statistics 
showing 47 per cent un- 
employment in the 18 to 30 
age group, and a 25 per cent 
increase in child abuse last 
year in the same group. 


The County Mental 


Health Department had a 
waiting list of more than 
120 people seeking help 
with such problems. "We 
need an agency like Fami- 
ly," he said, " or the county 
will lose state mental 
health money, and it will 
cost taxpayers more money 
to deal with these problems 
in the long run, since we 
might pay for it in crime." 


Family supporters argued 


that the agency's "emer- 
gency situation", and the 
possibility of its loss of fun- 
ding altogether 
required 


immediate board support. 
But others seriously ques- 
tioned the qualifications of 
Family personnel, and de- 
nounced the agency's seem- 
ingly constant public an- 
tagonism. 


Local realtor Peggy Cole 


seemed to sum up the feel- 
ing of many local residents, 
when she said, "We con- 
tinuously hear from Family 
about their problems, never 
about their asse ts. Surely, 
they do have assets, but 
they always seem to be mad 
at everybody in Woodstock, 
and they always seem to be 
wanting more from us." 


She suggested that, "If 


Family would stop being 
angry, as they have been for 
years, they'd get citizen 
support. But they ARE an- 
gry," she insisted. , 


If the board was unable to 


come to a meeting of the 
minds on face-to-face dis- 
cussion of differences with 
Family, members did, how- 
ever, unanimously agree to

The Brazilian Coffee In- 


stitute, unruffled by the in-

sumers mobilized to drive

The nationwide boycott 


initiated by New York Con- 
surner Affairs 
Com- 


missioner Elinor Gug- 
genhsimer appeared to be 
gaining momentum, but 
two tea brokers sounded a 
disturbing echo to the cry of 
"switch to tea." They said 
tea prices, spurred by in- 
creased demand, are on 
their way up as well. 


Brazil inflamed the al- 


ready fevered coffee market 
by upping its export tax 
from §100 ^o $103 per 132- 
pound sack. Since the tax 
— a major source of govern- 
ment revenue — is added to 
prices 
by Brazilian ex- 


porters, the move was sure 
to raise coffee costs for U.S 
consumers beyond the pres 
ent range of S2.50 to $3 E 
pound 


• Brazilian officials have 
expressed belief world de- 
mand for coffee will remain 
stable, whatever the price, 
and that a consumer 
boycott will do little to

Brazilian institute direc-

"The rise will be peanuts 


compared to coffee," he

called a rise in tea prices "a

the effect of the coffee 
boycott on tea purchases so 
far "is not exceptional."

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Inventor 79, Has Almost 100 Patents-And He's Stilt Going 


BURRILLVTLLE, R.I. (UPI) 


— Hany Freeman believes the 
future is ripe for creative 
young people to find new and 
better ways of doing things. 


Freeman speaks from ex- 


perience. He is an active 79- 
year-old widower who has in- 
vented nearly 100 useful items 
and still spends four to six 
hours daily turning new ideas 
into reality. 


"We're living in an age 


where 50 per cent of all great 
inventions made were by in- 
ventors who still are still 
alive," Freeman said in an 
interview in his book-lined 
study. 


"A great number of people 


feel that inventors get an idea 
out of the blue and become 
famous," 
he said. "That 


doesn't happen. The greatest 
invention I made — a new 
method of bookbinding — was 
a financial flop." 


Freeman's partial list of in- 


ventions includes the mercury 
switch most commonly used 
on oil burners, the world's 
largest hamburger-making 
machine which turns out 7,300 
patties an hour for the U.S. 
Army, a device to mark cul- 
prits who pull false alarms on 
fire boxes and a signal device 
to alert ahips when an oil 
spillage occurs. 


"I've been inventing since I 


was a young man. Everything 
I've done has been through 
somebody's mquest to do 
something better" the soft- 
spoken Freeman said. 


His first success, as an of- 


ficer in the U.S. Navy during 
World War I, wa B development 
of a system to transmit radio 
signals over onti set of wires. 
Previously, the 
system re- 


quired several sots of wires. 


He is an independent con- 


sultant to several American 
manufacturers, including 
companies he founded over the 
years. His studies include 
methods of recycling solid 
waste, including household 
trash and garbage. 


Freeman's reasoning about a 


bright future for potential in- 
ventors is precise and well- 
thought out, just like every- 
thing else his character dis- 
plays. 


He sat back in his padded 


office chair and carefully chose 
his words, stopping between 
every sentence to make sure 
his thoughts would not be mis- 
sed.

— The government says' 
lawn mowers of the future 
should make less noise. 


The Environmental Pro- 


tection Agency announced 
Tuesday it has developed 
standards for the amount of 
noise coming from newly 
m a n u f a c t u r e d 
lawn 


mowers. 


It also said it may require 


labels informing purchasers 
of mowers' noise emission 
levels. 


There are more than 40 


million walk-behind and 
riding power mowers oper- 
ating in the country, the 
agency said, "the majority 
of which produce noise 
levels that are potentially 
harmful to the hearing of 
operators." 


"In addition ... there are 


an estimated 80 million 
people, consisting of mem- 
bers of the operator's family 
and neighbors, who are ex- 
posed to lawn mower noise 
levels that disrupt sleep, 
make normal conversation 
difficult and generally in- 
terfere with the quality of 
residential life," the EPA 
said.

"During December, 1975, highway 


claims totaling $6,378.77 were 
audited and approved for payment, 
but were not paid," Miller reported. 
"These claims, along with other 
claims of 1975, were carried over and 
paid in 1976 and charged to 1976 
appropriations. 


^'Liabilities incurred by the Super- 
intendent of Highways in excess of 
moneys appropriated and available 
for highway purposes during a fiscal 
year may not be paid from the subse- 
quent year's appropriations." 


The audit also revealed that the 


town had not advertised for bids on 
culvert pipe, water meters, fire 
hydrants, uniforms and tires, each in 
excess of the $1,500 limit above which 
public advertisement must be made 
and bidding conducted. 


Miller's report said that bids had 


been advertised and awarded to a low 
bidder for blacktop in each year 
examined. "However," he noted, 
"certain purchases were made from a 
vendor other than the -low bidder in 
each year. All purchases should be 
made from the vendor awarded the 
contract." 


Other comments from the auditor's 


report: 


• "Proceeds of statutory install- 


ment bonds issued for highway and 
general fund purposes during the pe- 
riod examined were deposited in the 
highway and general fund bank ac- 
counts. Proceeds from the bonds 
should be deposited in a special bank 
account and not mingled with other 
funds." 


• "No record was found to indicate 


that the bond and coupon account 
was reconciled with paid bonds and 


' coupons. Such a reconciliation should 


be made to insure the proper utili- 
zation of money deposited for debt 
service purposes." 


• "During the period examined, in 


various instances, payments made 
from various funds were not sup- 
ported by claims certified by or on 
behalf of the claimants." 


• "The examination of the records 


and documents in support of the state 
aid claims filed for the operation and 
maintenance of the Whittier Sewer 
District indicated that certain 
amounts claimed were not eligible for 
reimbursements. Details of these dis- 
allowances have been sent to the 
supervisor under separate cover." 


Other audits filed by Miller gave a 


clean bill of h ealth to the financial 
affairs of the Whittier Sewer District 
from Jan. 1, 1974, through Dec. 31, 
1974, and to the town 's federal 
revenue sharing account from Jan. 1, 
1973, through Dec. 31, 1975.

Both Supervisor Carmine Sabino

"no bill" on Sabino in • August. 
Sabino, the supervisor since 1970, 
was pressured to resign while the 
investigation was going on, but re- 
fused to do BO, Later that year he won 
a hairline-thin nomination as the 
Republican candidate for reelection 
and won another close contest in the 
November election over two oppo- 
nents.

Elliott resigned from the highway 


superintendent's post June 30, 1975, 
while the investigation was still going 
on. Elliott, who at the time operated 
a garbage collecting service, said the 
increased demands on his time "have 
caused me to put in many more hours 
each day. " 


In September, Elliott also was "no 


billed" by the grand jury. Anthony 
Natoli took over the department after 
Elliott resigned and served until Dec. 
31, 1975.

contract and that the board had not 
allowed enough time for the project. 


"In awarding the initial contract

The Selling of Swine Flu 


WASHINGTON - The pig flu 


fiasco is one medical disaster we can't 
blame on the drug companies. They 
didn't push for the program and, in 
fact, dragged their feet on it most of 
the summer, demanding the govern- 
ment insure them against what has 
now happened. Did the drug manu- 
facturers sense that something was 
going to go wrong? 


The blame for this one goes to that 


portion of the medical profession who 
have lost whatever claims they ever 
had to be called scientists, and to the 
structure of American medicine in 
which rank, prestige, institutional 
spheres of influence, intellectual lock- 
jaw and pride in poor performance 
saw to it that, no matter how the 
evidence piled up pointing in the 
other direction, the inoculation pro- 
gram would go forward. 


Did the fact that no other country 


in the world had such a program stop 
the fools responsible for this debacle? 
Not one bit. Don't we have the best 
medicine in the'world? We may, but 
we don't have any statistics to prove 
it. Life expectancy is longer in a 
number of other countries, beginning 
with our neighbors, the Canadians. 


Let's try and reconstruct what hap- 


pened. Last February one soldier at 
Fort Dix, New Jersey, died while 
suffering swine flu. To this day it 
hasn't been established that he died 
from the flu. Against doctors' orders 
the man had gone off on a seven-mile 
forced march through a snow storm. 
That's no way to get over the sniffles. 
To this writing that is the only fatal- 
ity that can even conceivably be 
blamed on A/New Jersey/76, as the 
swine flu virus is officially called. 


Next came the hypothesizing that 


A/New Jersey/76 was the same or 
close to the virus that killed half-a- 
million Americans in 1918-1919. The 
operative word is "hypothesizing." 
We don't really know what the 1918 
virus was because it wasn't until 12 
years later that scientists were able to 
isolate and distinguish one virus from 
another. Nevertheless the hypothesis 
connecting A/New Jersey/76 was in- 
triguing and plausible, but, happily 
for us and unhappily for the doctors 
who couldn't recognize the difference 
between an untested hypothesis and 
a proven fact, the idea didn't pan out. 


Guided by nothing more than this 


hypothesis, that is an educated guess, 
Dr. David Sencer, director of the 
Center for Disease Control, which 
plays no small part in this disaster, 
recommended a mass vaccination 
program at a cost of $135 million. 
"The Administration can tolerate un- 
necessary health expenditures better 
than it can tolerate unnecessary 
death and illness," the doctor unwise- 
ly allowed himself to be quoted 
saying, "particularly if a flu pan- 
demic should occur." Ordinarily it's 
our public officials who arrest people 
who cry fire in a crowded theater, but 
on this occasion it was public official 
Sencer who was administering the 
Jim Bishop; Reporter 


dangerous toxins of fear pandemic. 
But shouldn't we expect such ex- 
cesses when doctor and bureaucrat 
are merged in a single person? Bu- 
reaucrats always frighten people with 
the disastrous consequences unless 
their program, their department gets 
more money. We've learned not to 
pay too much attention unless the 
bureaucrat is an M.D. 


At first the Center for Disease Con- 


trol 
got 
massive 
support 
from 


America's medical superstars - the 
Jonas Salks and the Albert Sabins - 
but as the months rolled by, it began 
to appear that the original 
hypothesis, 
while clever, perhaps 


even elegant, was in error. In the few 
new cases of A/New Jersey/76, the flu 
was quite mild, nothing like the 
"killer virus" we had been promised. 
It was noted by scientists whose pride 
and egos weren't involved in this 
affair that the killer, virus wasn't 
following the pattern of previous vir- 
ulent, world-wide- influenza pan- 
demics. By November, Dr. Albert 
Sabin - some scientists do look at the 
data - concluded that the chances of 
an epidemic were "now practically 
negligible." 


But the program wasn't stopped. 


Nor was it stopped when Dr. J. 
Anthony Morris of the Food and Drug 
Administration questioned the 
vaccine's efficacy. Instead Morris was 
fired. M.D.-bureaucrats kept getting 
on'the tube, telling people to take the 
stuff, saying over and over it's safe 
and it's effective. The public wasn't 
told that there were several studies

casting doubt on the efficacy of all flu 
inoculations. The National Com- 
mission for the Protection of Human 
Subjects of Biomedical and Behav- 
ioral Research even protested that the 
Public Health Service gave the vic- 
tims or vaccinees misleading in- 
formation so they could not give their 
informed consent to the shots. 


In the face of mounting evidence 


indicating the shots have injured and 
perhaps even killed many people, the 
men in the white smocks most re- 
sponsible for this sad work are writing 
new chapters, not in science but in 
the sociology of knowledge. As the 
people who must take immediate 
blame insist over and over that the 
vaccine was "adequately" tested, we 
learn again that neither training nor 
credentials make a scientist if pride, 
the fear of acknowledging error or an 
overly narrow and doctrinal intellec- 
tual inheritance blinds him. 


Ultimately, laymen, not scientists, 


had to approve the program and vote 
up the money for it. President Ford 
can be excused for his part in it. He 
dido't understand, but Congress has 
got to stop thinking that experts are 
the last word. As the swine flu dis- 
aster testifies, the mere fact that 500 
M.D.'s and 1,000 Ph.D's say a thing 
is so doesn't make it so. Laymen must 
exercise independent judgment.

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The James Earl Ray Puzzle - II 


Around October, 1949, James Earl 


Ray decided that crime was the best- 
paying profession. The decision is 
difficult to assess because the records 
indicate that he was always captured. 
He spent so much time in prison that 
wardens called him "the commuter." 


Prisoners avoided the Smiler be- 


cause he was always planning to get 
out of prison and, once out, planning 
how to get back in. He braved their 
contempt and turned on his 
enigmatic grin and . said, "Don't 
worry, fellas. Someday I'll make one 
big lick." 


One time he robbed a supermarket 


in a brightly colored straw hat and 
held still long enough to have his 
picture taken. Five weeks later, he 
robbed another supermarket in the 
same hat. Same smile, too. 


The second one was a two-man job. 


Ray selected an overage convict who 
was deaf. The old man held the 
customers at bay with a gun. No 
matter what orders Ray yelled, the 
old man didn't hear them. The super- 
market manager was surprised to find 
a gun aimed at him from the opposite 
side of the canned tomatoes. 


The Smiler ordered him to open the 


safe. The manager crept up the next 
aisle, found a phone, and dialed 
'police. In the upstairs office, James 
Earl Ray yanked the phone wire out 
of the wall. 


They backed out of the store, guns 


drawn, with $2,000. Ray had over- 
looked $15,000 in cash. They backed 
into a breadman on his way in. Ray 
and his deaf buddy got into a car. Ray 
hit the accelerator'and made a fast 
right U-turn and almost flung himself 
out of the car. 


Corporal Ray Dooley' of Alton, Illi- 


nois, flew over a hill and downward 


in a squad car as Ray passed him 
flying upward. At the supermarket, 
Officer Dooley was astonished to find 
the getaway car'flying back down the 
hill, across an empty lot and crashing 
into a barn. 


He hadn't seen anything like this 


since the Keystone Kops. The officer 
got the old man, who said he wanted 
to return to prison because he was 
sick. Two revolvers were found in the 
car, $342 in cash, some license plates 
and a bright straw hat. 


The Smiler had some blank money 


orders that he stole. It wasn't until he 
was in Leavenworth Prison that his 
confreres explained that a crook never 
signs the back of a money order in the 
same handwriting as on the front. 


The keepers found him to be a 


boastful bore. He had a chance to 
transfer to a model prison. James 
Earl Ray declined on the ground that 
the model prison had "niggers." He 
hated blacks, he said. All of them 
should be deported to Africa, he felt 
sure. 


He was out in 1959. Had Ray 


studied his own record, he might have 
felt like a suicide trying to hang 
himself with a shoelace. In the 
autumn, he planned to rob a Kroger 
Market at 3417 Ohio St. in St. Louis, 
Mo. It was, the Smiler figured, a two- 
man job. ' 
' With a little'research, Ray found 
another loser, James Owens, Mr. 
Owens' notion of disguise was blue 
sunglasses. They hit the store with 
guns at 8:45 a.m. Owens waved^a 
nervous gun at the checkout girls. 


The Sniiler held a gun on Donald 


Shaefer, 'the nearsighted manager. 
Shaefer smiled and tried to shake 
hands with the gun. "Get a paper 
bag," Ray whispered. "Fill it with 


money." Shaefer said Ray would have 
to wait. "I need another key." 


"Get it," Ray said. Shaefer used the 


p.a. system to call a clerk who was 
busy. They waited. And waited. The 
Smiler backed out of the office. If he 
couldn't make a "big lick," he could 
make a small one. 


He held up Hazel Meyer, a check- 


out clerk. A customer, Ray Culis, was 
being checked out. Miss Meyer gave 
Ray $120. There was $18,000 in the 
manager's safe. Culis turned out to be 
a memory expert. 


He engraved the face of Ray in his 


head; also Owens'. He hurried out in 
time to memorize the license of the 
getaway car: Missouri A-13-331. A 
mile away, Ray stopped, gave Owens 
$40, and ran across the street to take 
off in a second getaway car. Robert 
Culis came around the bend in time 
to jot the second license: Missouri M- 
•83-671. 


Less than 15 minutes later, Patrol- 


man Ralph King found the second car 
in front of a boarding house. He 
called for help, James Earl Ray heard 
heavy feet coming up the stairwell. 
He had a long memory for those 
sounds. The cops captured Owens 
and chased James Earl Ray from 
room to room, from fire escape to fire 
escape. , 


Ray was skinny. In self-defense, he 


tried to hug a fat'cop to death. It 
didn't work. He turned over $81.63 
and confessed. Ray confessed without 
pressure because he considered 
himself a marvel at escaping from 
prison. 


In court, the Smiler was his own 


lawyer. He admitted the confession 
and ownership of two guns. The 
Smiler drew 20 years... 


Cubans at "3128 Harlendale." 


Mr. X's dramatic testimony casts 


new light on the story Sylvia Odio, 
daughter of a wealthy opponent of 
Cuban Premier Fidel Castro, told to 
the FBI. Two months before the 
Kennedy killing, she related, she was 
visited in her Dallas apartment by 
three men who identified themselves 
as friends of her father. 


One was introduced to her as "Leon 


Oswald." When she saw the picture 
in the newspapers of the man who 
had shot Kennedy, she fainted from 
shock. It was the same Oswald, she 
was certain, who had visited her 
apartment. 


Congresssonal investigators have 


now learned that the late J. Edgar 
Hoover deliberately misled the 
, Warren 
Commission about Mrs. 


Odio's mysterious visitors. She was 
such a persuasive witness that the 
commission staff was preparing to 
investigate heristory thoroughly. 


Staff members even speculated, ac- 


cording to. one internal memo, that 
the anti-Castro forces might have 
recruited Oswald, a known pro- 
Castro activist, to kill Kennedy. 


"The motive on this," states the 


memo, "would of course-be the expec- 
tation that after the President was 
killed, Oswald would be caught or at 
least his identity ascertained; the law 
enforcement authorities and the pub- 
lic would then blame the assassina- 
tion on the Castro government; and 
the call for a forceful overthrow would 
be irresistible." 


But Hoover abruptly blocked this 


line of inquiry by notifying the 
Warren Commission on Sept. 21, 
1963, that the FBI had located and 
identified Mrs. Odio's callers. He 
'named them as Loran Hall, Lawrence 
Howard and William Seymour, all 
anti-Castroites. Hoover even sug- 
gested that Mrs. Odio could have 
confused the names "Loran Hall" 
and "Leon Oswald." 


Now the congressional investigators 


have uncovered evidence that all 
three denied visiting the Odio apart- 
ment and that the FBI had obtained 
their denials BEFORE Hoover wrote 
his letter,to the Warren Commission. 


Tht investigators have also ob- 


tained the tape of a fascinating con- 
versation, predicting two weeks in 
advance that Kennedy would be shot 
"from an office building with a high- 
powered rifle." The prediction was 
made by the late Joseph Milteer, a 
right-wing rabble rouser, who als( 
happened to have close connection! • 
with anti-Castro leaders. 


The conversation was taped or 


Nov. 
9, 1963, in Miami by an FB 


informant named Willie Somersett, 
who turned the tape over to the FBI 
the next day. Milteer is heard on the 
tape describing how Kennedy would 
die. Then the rabble rouser added 
knowingly that Kennedy "knows he is 
a marked man." 


Milteer later admitted to the FBI 


that he had been in Dallas in June, 
1963, but denied having any knowl- 
edge of the Kennedy assassination. 
However, the informant told the FBI 
that he asked Milteer after the shoot- 
ing whether he had known about it in 
advance or had merely been guessing. 
"I don't do^ any guessing," replied 
Milteer. 


But the most explosive develop- 


ment is Mr. X's statement that he 
met Oswald in the company of a CIA 
agent. Congresssonal investigators 
questioned the mystery witness close- 
ly on three separate occasions. They 
finally concluded that "his credibility 
is strengthened by the details he 
provides consistent with what he told 
us before. Significantly, he remains 
very strong on the Oswald sighting." 


The encounter occurred in a down- ' 


town Dallas building, where Mr. X 
had an appointment with his CIA 
contact. The agent was accompanied 
by a man whom Mr. X later recog- ' 
nized as Kennedy's killer. 


"When he saw it was Oswald that 
• 


killed Kennedy," the investigators • 
reported in a confidential memo, "he 
nearly freaked out, but he never said - 
anything." 


The investigators tried to pin down 


Mr. X on how he could be sure the : 


man was Oswald. Mr. X replied, 
according to the memo, that he had 
learned "how to retain the character- 
istics of a person; he had trained 
himself to do that. And if it wasn't 
Oswald, it was someone who was 
EXACTLY like Oswald, his exact 
double." 


Mr, X knew his CIA contact only aa 


"Morris Bishop," which, of course, 
wasn't his real name. The con- 
gresssonal sleuths have been unable, 
-• 


thus far, to track him down. 


Mr. X described him as "a big 


guy," between 200 and 215 pounds, 45 , 
years old, 6-foot-2, with blue eyes and , 
brown, blondish hair. The witness 
also reported that Bishop "never used 
glasses when (they) first met, but the 
last fewjyears, he was wearing glasses 
to read. He was always very tan, and ' 
he always had on his face not freckles 
but like sun spots ..'. He was always 
very concerned about his weight, 
always watched his diet." 


If it turns out to be true that the 


mysterious Morris Bishop was in '. 
touch with Lee Harvey Oswald in 
Dallas, this doesn't mean, of course, 
that the CIA had anything to do with ' 
the subsequent amaMination.

Car Problem 


Editor, The Freeman: 


Norman Rafalowsky's letter in the 


January 8th Freeman, commenting on 
your December 24th feature "Surprising 
Facts About Headaches", prompts me to 
write about another surprising source. 


In January 19751 purchased a new car, 


the product of America's largest manu- 
facturer, and immediately began to ex- 
perience severe headaches and an eye 
burning sensation when I drove the car 
with the windows closed. A check with 
local dealers revealed that they lack 
appropriate test equipment for the prob- 
lem and all my requests to the manufac- 


|turer for safety testa were ignored. 
'- 
When I advised the United States De- 


partment of Transportation of a "...pos- 
sible hazardous condition encountered in 
my..." 
new car, the manufacturer, 


without examining the car or performing 
any testa, advised D.O.T. that "Neces- 
sary corrections made to owner's car 
however owner remains dissatisfied due 
to repeated attempts made." Un- 
fortunately the headaches continued. 


At my request, the New York State 


Department of Environmental Conserva- 
tion, using EPA funded equipment, con- 
ducted extensive testa on my car in 
Albany. The car was found to be creating 
excessive carbon monoxide in violation of 
exhaust emission standards. Monitoring 
of the passenger compartment also re- 
vealed carbon monoxide. 


After almost a months delay the manu- 


facturer devoted attention to, and cor- 
rected, the exhaust em ission problem but 
advised that there are no standards for 
carbon monoxide in the passenger com- 
partment and contended they are not 
required to perform such tests. 


During a subsequent telephone con- 


conversation with the United States De- 
partment of Transportation I was advised 
that the level of carbon monoxide found 
in my car is not "lethal." When I pursued 
the problem of severe headaches and eye 
burning I was advised D.O.T had received 
numerous similar complaints and at- 
tributed the problem to the increased use 
of Polyvinyl Chloride in upholstery and 
other automotive parts and trim. Accord- 
ing to D.O.T. the automotive manufac- 
turers are aware of the problem. 


In view of poor automotive sales, the 


manufacturer's reluctance to admit the 
existence of a problem is understandable. 
To the owner of an automobile however, 
the source of the problem is critical. It is 
hardly comforting to realize that test 
equipment is not available locally and 
that the manufacturer, at best, may be 
described as indifferent. 


Anyone experiencing similar problems 


should contact the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency.

Faith in Placebos 


WASHINGTON (KFS) — If Listerine 


can't prevent colds can it cure warts? 


The Federal Trade Commission, which 


knows 101 ways to waste its insufficient 
staffs time on the trivial, is in full chase 
after Warner-Lambert, the company that 
makes Listerine. The FTC wants millions 
of dollars worth of future Listerine ads to 
contain a statement saying: "Contrary to 
prior advertising, Listerine will not help 
prevent colds or sore thrifts or lessen 
their severity." 


It's the commission's contention that 


this best known of mouth washes can do 
none of those things, but that decade 
upon decade of advertising has convinced 
million upon million of our fellow citizens 
that Listerine does in fact prevent colds 
or lessen them. Tsk, tsk, the commission 
may in its zeal be about to give America 
an extra case of the sniffles. 


The findings against Listerine are 


doubtless scientifically impeccable, but if 
people believe that bad-tasting stuff is 
good for their colds, it could be. This is 
the placebo effect. Doctors long ago dis- 
covered that you can give sick people 
sugar capsules, but if you tell them it's 
strong medicine, and they believe it, 
there is a very good chance they'll get 
well. 


The Drug of Choice 


The placebo, for instance, is the drug of 


choice in curing warts, according to at 
least one doctor. Better than any drug 
with active ingredients, better than sur- 
gery. He reports-complete recovery from 
warts by the use of lead pencils, five 
dollar bills and I can't think of what else. 
The operative therapeutic agency here is 
faith, and so effective is the placebo when 
people believe in it that it has to be 
considered the single most powerful drug 
known to modern medicine. 


Faith in a placebo may be only as 


strong as the faith of the patient in the 
person who gives it to him. It can be 
engendered by the kindly, old family 
physician. Since he's about as common a 
sight as the cop on the beat or the 
milkman with the horse-drawn dairy wag- 
on, the function of the Dr. Welby/Robert 
Young characters on TV may be to rein- 
force this fading legend and keep it vivid 
enough for us to project onto the medical 
mechanical men whose valuable time we 
take up at the clinic. 


The faith inspired by the doctor's 


bedside manner is chancey. Some doctors 
don't 
have Robert Young's bedside 


manner; and even if they all did, a 
physician seeing upward of 120 patients 
a day doesn't have the time to cultivate 
his customers' confidence hi his unique 
therapeutic skills. 


It's more convenient and efficient to 


encourage the belief that the doctor is the 


custodian of magical powers which oper- 
ate for your good regardless of his person- 
ality. In much the same way the validity 
of the Catholic Mass isn't imperiled by 
that state of grace or lack of it of the 
celebrant. The priest can be a drunk, a 
lecher or a bank robber, and the Mass he 
says will still be good spiritual medicine 
for the congregation. 


"I'm not even sure how many patients 


I have in the hospital right now. I don't 
have as much time to devote to patients 
as Marcus Welby," says Dr. Peter Sul- 
livan of Houston's Hermann Hospital. 
"Good doctors don't have time to take a 
personal interest in their patients these 
days." (As quoted from Roger 
Rappoport's "The Superdoctors," Play- 
boy Press, 1975). 


Distance can create awe. The un- 


- knowable doctor whom you never see but 


who knows you. Doctors are accused of 
playing God sometimes, but in this rela- 
tionship they are most certainly acting as 
God surrogates. Dr. Sullivan's description 
of his relations with his patients isn't all 
that different from Moses' with the Lord 
in the burning bush. 


Strictly Omniscient 


God must be omniscient. Dr. Harold 


Scheie of the University of Pennsylvania's 
Scheie Eye Institute has a fisheye tele- 
scopic lens in his office that allows him 
to inspect the work of his receptionists. 
Rappoport writes that Dr. Scheie also has 
a "desktop control panel — equipped 
with 53 buttons — designed to let him 
tune his office TV sets to an overall view 
of his operating room (and) a close-up of 
each of the 
f i v e o p e r a t i n g 


tables ... When he sees or hears some- 
thing he doesn't like, Scheie can pick up 
the phone and bawl out the surgeon 
through an operating room speaker." 


Dr. Kurt Wagner of Beverly Hills wears 


a gold whistle around his neck which he 
blows when he wants his nurses to come 
to attention. God is all-powerful, and one 
of the signs of power in our society is 
money. "Last year I made a million 
dollars," Dr. Wagner says. 


If most people's faith in medicine is 


stronger than their faith in the Divinity, 
you have some inkling why. The optimal 
conditions have been created for the 
placebo to work. No African witch doctor 
can have more cooperative and credulous 
patients. The drawback, of course, is a 
body of lay people with such strong 
medical dependency they abdicate re- 
sponsibility for their own bodies and their 
own health. 


There are no atheists, neither in the 


foxholes nor the waiting rooms. Listerine, 
nurse! Soak your warts in it four times a 
day.

The survival of democracy, we believe, 


depends on public participation. We com- 
plain that there are no real leaders. But 
the government official who is elected by 
only a majority of a minority becomes 
inevitably overtaken by the reality that 
he has no mandate to do anything; indeed 
he has no real idea of what the people 
want done. 


In a democracy, if there is no popular 


following, there can be no bold leaders- 
only wheelers and dealers engaged in 
backroom manipulations that are often 
against ;the public interest. For rest as- 
sured, the special interest lobbyists will 
not desert their posts just because the 
people do. 


Whether democracy is really in trouble 


rests upon the distinction between two 
words. Is the national mood one of skep- 
ticism or cynicism? 


Skepticism is the doubt which takes 


form of questioning, probing, testing. As 
such, it is the essential ingredient of free 
government. Cynicism is the doubt that 
sneers and derides and says that only 
selfishness motivates politics. 


The difference between skepticism and 


cynicism is the difference between "show 
me" and "don't bother me", between 
periodic regeneration inspired by popular 
demand or irreversible decline into the 
apathy which ensures that every measure 
will fail and which in the end,begets a 


Caesar. 


The American democracy is today 


teetering toward cynicism, thereby invit- 
ing fulfillment of Abraham Lincoln's 
prophecy that America, though it could 
not be conquered by a foreign foe, could 
fall through internal demoralization; that 
America would either live forever or die 
a suicide. 


There are many outward signs that our 


democracy is seriously endangered by the 
one eternal threat that can bring it down 
—the refusal of the people to participate. 


Candidates sense the public apathy 


toward government. They are running 
under the banner that they are not politi- 
cians or that they have no past associa- 
tion with the office for which they run. 
This reflects a presumed general senti- 
ment that party regulars and incumbent 
office holders are, ipso facto, painted by 
failure, falsehood and malfeasance. This 
is a dangerous game. 


But we believe that the national mood 


of discontent, as in times past, will 
resolve itself on the side of hope, partici- 
pation and reform—an outcome justified 
by a national history of unparalled 
achievement. 


The battle must not be lost, however, 


by default. The degree of public partici- 
pation is the decisive factor, from which 
the vitality of democracy flows. 


It must be encouraged in ways large and 


small. We urge you, therefore, to make a 
nine-cent investment in the bicentennial 
and to mail in your vote for the historic 
slogan. In a small but real way, it would 
be a vote for America. 


Footnote: the voting for the official 


bicentennial slogan will continue until 
midnight, February 16. The six finalists 
will be listed in Newsweek, Time, People, 
U.S. News and World Report and TV

The Smiler... Hired to Kill 


Some men are born losers. The Smiler 


is one. His father was an ex-convict. His 
mother was an alcoholic. James Earl Ray 
was a Depression baby, a youngster with 
a vacuous smile and monumental ig- 
norance. 


His mother had $900. She used it to buy 


a 63-acre farm outside Ewing, Missouri. 
After the purchase, Lucille Ray found 
that most of it consisted of Rocks. She 
drank by day, and gave birth to nine 
children at her leisure. 


James was small and thin and silent. In 


1946, he was a military policeman in 
Germay. He told his buddies that he had 
good sex drive, but would rather buy it 
than romance it. The U.S. Army termi- 
nated his enlistment and stamped hit 
papers "Inept." 


He decided to imitate his father in a life 


of crime. On Oct. 7,1949, he was arrested 
for trying to rob the Forum Cafeteria in 
Lot Angeles, He had escaped from the 
night manager, but returned to the scene 
of the crime to find out what went wrong. 


'One Blf Lick' 


Convicts kidded James Earl Ray in 


prison. He was called "loser" and 
"itupo." In the prison yard he said that 
he would make "one big lick" when he got 
out. He attempted many robberies, Ray 


was sent to prison so many times the 
wardens called him "the commuter." 


Once he held up a supermarket. Ray 


ordered the manager upstairs to open the 
safe. The man agreed. James Earl Ray 
made the mistake of permitting the man 
to walk up one aisle while James walked 
up another. The manager yanked a phone 
from its hook and murmured, "Help. 
Police." 


Backing out, Ray was knocked down by 


a breadman coming in. Police arrived. 
Ray got into a car and forgot to close the 
door. He sped up a hill, made a left turn, 
and was almost flung from the automo- 
bile. The robber turned the car into an 
empty lot. It stalled. 


The police of Alton, Illinois, said they 


hadn't seen anything like it since the 
comedies of the Keystone Hops. Ray went 
to prison again. Later he stole money 
orders and cashed them. Caught again. 
Convicts explained in words of one syl- 
lable that crooks never make out the front 
tide of a money order in the same hand- 
writing as the endorsement. 


For three years I followed the personal 


life of thit man and that of Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr. The result was a bio- 
graphy called "The Days of Martin Lu- 
ther King, Jr." A nonfiction writer cannot 


publish anything he senses but cannot 
prove. 


And yet, five years later, I remain 


convinced of certain "truths." I am con- 
vinced that James Earl Ray stood in a 
bathtub and murdered King. A man who 
could not successfully engineer a simple 
robbery would not shoot someone for 
nothing. 


He was hired. My research showed that 


Ray was broke almost every time he got 
to Birmingham, Alabama. Within two 
days, he always had a packet of hundred- 
dollar bills and a new car. 


Ray followed King from city to city, 


sometimes arriving ahead of his target. 
When King flew to Memphis, Ray bought 
a gun at the Birmingham airport. An hour 
later, he phoned to say that he had 
bought the wrong kind and would have to 
exchange it. 


He traded a shotgun for a high-powered 


rifle with a scope. Who told him he had 
the wrong weapon? Who told him that 
King had left the whites-only motel in 
Memphis for the all-black Lorraine? Who 
gave him money and airline tickets for a 
getaway to Rhodesia — a country Ray 
could not spell? 


Paid for Murder 


My guess is that the fictional "Raoul" 


he mentioned at his trial for murder was 
a genuine character. I also surmise that 
the men who paid for King's murder 
never met James Earl Ray. 


They could be wealthy Birmingham 


bigots. It would be smart to hire a 
middleman to handle the contract, the 
money and the getaway car. It would be 
up to him to find a loser who aspired to 
make "one big lick" and disappear after 
the killing. 


When I wrote the King biography, I 


realized that I would have a bestseller if 
I could state that Ray was the fall guy in 
an elaborate conspiracy. Sadly for me, 
there was no proof. 


And yet, with the guidance of attorney 


Percy Foreman, The Smiler itood up in 
Memphis Court and pleaded guilty over 
and over. The judge asked several time* 
if Ray realized what he was doing. H« 
knew. 


Ray got what he deserved. Life. There 


is no chance that he can scan the facet 
of 225 million people and identify the face 
of "Raoul." The men who hired "Raoul" 
are, I would guess, safe.

i Inauguration of Jimmy 


Carter as the 39th Presi- 
dent of the United States. 
'Bitter cold weather kept 
down the crowds at the 
opening events of the 
"People's Inaugural" Tues- 
day, but many of the indoor 
events —especially a free 
symphony concert at the 
Kennedy Center — drew 
packed houses. 


Carter and dozens of his 


Georgia kinfolk join the cel- 
ebration today and will at- 
tend the first of several ex- 
clusive events of the week 
— a gala tonight at the 
Kennedy Center, featuring 
Chevy Chase satirizing 
Carter to his face, and en- 
tertainers ranging from 
Beverly Sills to Johnny 
Cash. 


The gala costs $25 a ticket 


for those invited, but will 
be broadcast to millions of 
Americans by CBS, which 
paid $1 million for TV 
rights. 


Carter and members of 


his immediate family, in- 
cluding his wife Rosalynn, 
daughter Amy, three' sons 
and mother "Miss Lillian" 
arrive late in the day. He 
will stay tonight at Blair 
House across the street 
from the White House. 


Earlier in the day.Carter's 


brother Billy was arriving 


with a plane load of 100 
Plains, Ga. neighbors and 
kinfolk. Still earlier Atlanta 
society arrives in a chart- 
ered train. The Carter rela- 
tions have taken over the 
top floor of a Washington 
hotel. 


The 
big event 
comes 


Thurday when Carter walks 
across the street to the 
White House, has a cup of 
coffee with President Ford, 
rides with him to the 
Capitol and takes the con- 
stitutional oath of office. 


Then comes a two-hour 


parade led by the new pres- 
ident, who has decided to 
walk the last leg of the 
journey to the White House 
he campaigned two years 
for. He'll abandon his lim- 
ousine for the last two 
blocks of the parade in a 
symbolic effort that will 
give the people a closer look 
at their new leader. 


The weather man says it 


will remain well below 
freezing throughout the rest 
of the week — but there will 
be no snow until at least 
after the parade. Snow that 
night could cause havoc 
with the seven inaugural 
parties — which used to be 
called inaugural balls 
before Carter informality 
became the'rule. 


It was just 15 degrees 


above zero Tuesday night 
!when the Carter inaugural 
was officially kicked off 
with a four-ton fireworks 
display on the Washington 
Momument grounds. In the 


same area where one mil- 
lion gathered last July 4 for 
the Bicentennial fireworks 
celebration, just 1,000 peo- 
ple braved the 
freezing 


winds. 


Hundreds of automobiles 


jammed city streets seeking 
a warmer vantage point for' 
the display, much of which 
was in the Carter-Mondale 
campaign colors of green 
and white. 


While the fireworks were 


the 
official opener, free 


events had been staged 
throughout 
the 
day in 


museums and' galleries 
throughout the city. At the 
Kennedy Center 
a 
full 


house saw a free concert 
given by the Atlanta and 
National Symphonies, fea- 
turing most American clas- 
sical works and the "Ode to 
Joy" from Beethoven's 
Ninth Symphony. 


Smaller groups of be- 


tween 100 and 250 gathered 
in the seven museums of 
the Smithsonian for con- 
certs by jazz combos, blue- 
grass bands and classical 
artists. A .crowd of 4,800 
hooted, 
hollered and 


danced until midnight at 
cavernous Union Station to 
wind up the first day. 
Tickets to the folk dance 
festival were free — and up 
to 8,000 could have been 
accomodated. 


One of the first events of 


the inaugural — a fancy 
horse show Tuesday after- 
noon featuring.

Carey Moves Toward Spending 'Cap' 


Localities Asked to Retrench 


ALBANY (UPI) - Gov. 


Hugh Carey has taken the 
first steps in his 1977-78 
budget to cap local.as well 
as state spending through 
hundreds of million of 
dollars in cuts in welfare, 
education and other pro- 
grams. 


"For the first time state 


aid formulas will be de- 
signed not to encourage lo-, 
cal spending, but to limit 
t," Carey said as he re- 
eased his $11.345 billion 
spending plan for the, fiscal 
year beginning April 1. 


Carey noted that since 


1970, local government ex- 
penditures had increased 89 
>er cent to'$28.6 billion, 


rising at a much faster rate 
than state proposed spend- 
ing. 


Overall, Carey proposed 


state aid to localities drop 
$18 million from the cur- 
.rent fiscal year to $6.993 
billion. If the formulas were 
not changed, however, local 
aid would rise to nearly $7.5 
billion in 1977-78, he said. 
- By relievingJocal govern- 
ments of a number of state- 
mandated services, munici- 
palities will actually receive 
a net increase in funds of 
about. $150 million in the 
coming year, he said." 


The areas receiving the 


most substantial changes in 
Carey's budget were welfare

and Medicaid, education, 
revenue sharing and court 
costs. 


He outlined welfare cuts 


which he said would save 
the state and local govern- 
ments about $200 million 
each over projected spend- 
ing levels if current for- 
mulas were not changed. 


Carey proposed tighter re- 


strictions on "home relief' 
welfare payments to indi- 
viduals or couples without 
children, aid cut-offs for il- 
legal aliens, lower max- 
imum shelter allowances 
and a crackdown on welfare 
cheats. 


County officials, who in 


some cases balked last year 
at funding their share of 
welfare cost overruns, had 
pointed to increases in the 
home relief rolls as a prime 
cause of the deficits. 


Carey also urged tighter 


Medicaid policies on reim- 
bursement for drugs, long- 
term hospital care and 
nursing care, elimination of 
Medicaid services such as 
podiatrists and chiroprac- 
tors and lower clinic rates. 


In education, Carey 


called for a ceiling on state 
aid formulas which would 
trim $150 million'froro what 
would have been the level 
under current formulas. To 
ease the burden on local 
taxpayers, Carey proposed 
other actions to give local- 
ities a net $20 million in- 
crease in school funds. 


Carey said his plan would 


put a cap on rising school 
costs and property taxes 
while at the same time es- 
tablishing "equity" be- 
tween rich and poor school 
districts 


Carey proposed cuts of 


$109 million in general 


education aid, to a level of 
$2.566 billion, as well u 
cuts of $30 million in school 
transportation funds and 
$11 million for BOCES. 


To balance the cute he 


proposed altering the meth- 
od of handling insurance 
and retirement funds to 
save $90 million, earmark- 
ing $60 million of lottery 
'receipts for schools and es- 
tablishing a $20 million 
"equalization" fund. 


"Even though public 


school enrollments are de- 
clining in New York State, 
our gross and per-pupil ex- 
penditures are the highest 
in the nation and growing 
at a faster rate than they 
should," Carey said. 


Carey proposed that state 


aid increases would be lim- 
ited to districts which held 
cost increases to a max- 
imum of 6.6 per cent, a 
change designed to "offer 
an incentive to school dis- 
tricts" to hold the line on 
expenditures. 


Carey also proposed limit- 


ing state aid to localities to 
its 197677 level of $719 mil- 
lion. If the current formula 
was followed, aid would rise 
another $90 million in the 
coming year. 


In addition, Carey called 


for the state assumption of 
oneeighth, or $19 million of 
the localities' costs of run- 
ning their coarts Under a 
bill -passed .last year, the 
state had been expected to 
assume one-fourth of the 
costsfthis year. The state 
still planned to take over all 
local court costs within four 
years, Carey said.

It happened on the 21st day of December in 1947 high on 


Palomar Mountain in Southern California. The event was a 
great milestone in man's age old quest for greater knowledge 
of the Universe. It was on that historical day that the curious 
eye of man first peered through the great "Hale Telescope" to 
penetrate far deeper than ever before into the fathomaless 
depths of the Universe. The telescope was so powerful that it 
made the moon appear as though it were only forty miles away. 
The colossal "Giant of Palomar" was the result of many long 
years of reserach, of careful planning and toilsome abor on the 
part of a great many people. Its creation involved a host of 
problems and tasks of enormous dimensiin. But the greatest 
of all was the remarkable feat of engineering which produced 
the giant reflecting mirror. It had to be crystal clear and free

of any distortion so it would reflect an accurate picture of the 
countless stars and planets out in the boundless expanse of 
space. It was the most daring optical job that had ever been 
attempted. 


The mirror was cast at the Corning Glassworks in New York. 


It was two hundred inches in diameter, nearly seventeen feet 
and it weighed twenty tons. When the molten mass was poured 
from the ladles it was so hot that it had to be left in the mold 
to cool for a whole year before it could be removed without 
danger of serious damage. When the huge casting of glass was 
lifted from its mold it was carefully packed and loaded into 
a special railroad car for shipment to Pasadena, California. The 
car was so large that the train had to take a round-about route 
in order to avoid low bridges and tunnels. After many days of 
travel the gigantic disc of glass arrived at the optical shop in 
Pasadena where it was placed high above the floor on a sturdy 
turntable so the finishing operation could begin.

Beirut, its suburbs and 
throughout the countryside. 


The loudspeakers on mos- 


ques that normally call 
Moslems to prayer took up the 
"holy war" cry today, calling 
upon "all the faithful to arise 
and come to the aid of our 
brethern" in'Karantina.

a 


slaughterhouse slum district 
in north Beirut where about 50 
Palestinian guerrillas and 
Moslem militiamen have been 
making a desperate stand in a 
municipal garage building sur- 
rounded by Christian forces. 


"They are surrounded now 


and it is only a matter of time 
before we capture them or kill 
them," a Christian militia 
spokesman said. 


Christian forces killed scores 


of defenders in hand-to-hand 
combat in the Karantina dis- 
trict. 


The climax to Lebanon's 


worst weekend violence came 
late Sunday when Karami an- 
nounced his resignation after 
seven months of fruitless at- 
tempts to establish cease-fires 
that, one after another, kept 
collapsing. 


His resignation followed the 


collapse 
of two cease-fires 


within 24 hours and a massive 
Christian assault on the 
Moslem and Palestinian slum 
district of Karantina in 
northern Beirut Sunday morn- 
ing. 


Thousands of shantytown 


dwellers fled in panic as a 
wind-whipped fire in a 
bombed-out warehouse spread 
across Karantina and the 
Christians advanced on foot 
and in jeeps in a hail of rocket, 
mortar and machinegun fire.

Congress to Hear 


Ford Tonight 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Ford tonight gives 


Congress and American voters his assessment of the State of 
the Union in ite Bicentennial year. Aides said his report would 
be mildly optimistic, largely philosophical and short on 
election-year proposals. 


Ford, in a nationally televised appearance before a joint 


session of the House and Senate, is expected to couple 
predictions of steady economic growth and a drop in unemploy- 
ment with a call for a Social Security tax increase and 
restrained federal spending to help avert new inflation. 


In advance of the 9 p.m. EST speech, White House aides 


billed it as a basic blueprint for Ford's presidential campaign. 
They said he would stick to the conservative themes and go 
into more detail Wednesday when he sends Congress a proposed 
federal budget totaling about $394 billion for the 1977 fiscal 
year, with an anticipated $43 billion deficit. 


Although officials ruled out any striking new policy changes, 


they said Ford would be making several significant recommen- 
dations in his message, including: 


• A $10 billion increase of current tax cuts now scheduled to 


expire in July to assure continued economic improvement. 


• A rise in the Social Security tax rate next Jan. 1 from 5.85 


to 6.15 per cent to generate an extra $4.2 billion in revenues 
needed to meet the growth of benefit payments. But officials 
said Ford would no longer insist on a 5 per cent ceiling on cost- 
of-living increases for Social Security recipients. 


• A revision of the Medicare program for elderly Americans 


that would set a $500 annual limit for hospital and nursing care 
and a maximum of $250 a year on doctor fees. But in return 
for the expanded aid, persons insured by Medicare would have 
to pay more for coverage. Congress rejected a similar plan in

'Last Hours' Never Came 


ADELAIDE, AUSTRALIA (UPI) - Be- 


lievers fled to the hills, skeptics drank 
champagne on the beach and Adelaide's 
predicted "doomsday" tidal wave passed 
with a six-inch ripple. 


Johan Nash, a house painter and self- 


styled clairvoyant, announced two months 
ago God would destroy Adelaide with a giant 
tidal wave and earthquake at noon today to 
punish sinners. 


Nash was so sure of his vision that he took 


a $50 advertisement in an Adelaide news- 
paper warning the city of its impending 
doom. Many residents of the South Austral- 
ian capital believed Nash and fled to the 
hills near the city. 


But about 2,000 non-believers gathered on 


the beach nine miles from Adelaide for 
"earthquake parties." 


The skeptics, wearing business suits, bow 


ties, snorkels and flippers, sipped cham- 
pagne and ate meat pies on the beach to 
while away their "last hours." 


Two hours after the predicted disaster, 


they were still there drinking champagne 
and eating meat pies. The surf had risen only 
six inches. 


Those on the beach included South Aus- 


tralian Premier Don Dunstan who termed 
the prediction "nonsense." 


"I was urged by community, business and 


church leaders to make a statement," 
Dunstan said. "I decided to come down here 
in person because some people have said 
that I had a helicopter waiting on my front 
lawn, just in case." 


Churches have been packed and liquor 


stores have had a booming business. Half the 
population in the past two days has been 
"either paralyzed with fear, or paralytically 
drunk," said one resident. 


"Sin now — tomorrow it will be too late" 


said a sign carried by a group of bikini-clad 
girls. 


A liquor company launched a special 


Adelaide survival kit — a five gallon plastic 
drum, bottle* of brandy, rum, gin and 
champagne with instructions that the drum 
could be clung to in the event of a tidal wave. 


The kite were sold out last Friday. 
Car salesmen advertised "doomsday spe- 


cials," offering cars at a low deposit and 
telling customers with any luck they 
wouldn't have to pay installments. 


Nash, the man who started it all, took no 


chances. He packed up and moved his 
family to Melbourne 450 miles away.

Fire Exit Regulations Are Spelled Out 


KINGSTON 


Noting that it has become 


increasingly evident that 
many building owners and oc- 
cupants are either unaware of 
or totally apathetic to fire reg- 
ulations governing the proper 
maintenance of exits, exit pas- 
sages and sprinkler systems, 
Captain Joseph Carle of the 
Kingston 
Fire Department 


Fire Prevention Bureau again 
stresses regulations concerning 
these vital points. 


Carle reports it has become 


necessary to make people 
aware of certain regulations 
because through frequent and 
thorough inspections during 


the past year many violations 
have been found that could 
have caused serious problems 
in some buildings in the event 
of a fire or other emergency. 


Captain Carle, in his report, 


stresses the following regu- 
lations: 


"No exit passage or exit 


stairway shall be used for 
storage of merchandise or any 
other material that would tend 
to block egress from a building 
during a fire or other emer- 
gency. 


"No exit door may be 


locked, bolted or otherwise ob- 
structed in any way that would 
interfere with proper operation 


to afford safe egress from an 
occupied building. 


"All exit light must be prop- 


erly maintained and must be 
lit at all times when a building 
is occupied. 


"All exterior exit passages or 


parts thereof shall be kept 
clear of snow, ice or any other 
obstruction. 


"Exterior fire escapes shall 


not be used to hang clothes, 
storage or any other than the 
intended purpose as an emer- 
gency exit and shall be main- 
tained in good condition at all 
times. 


"In buildings that are pro- 


tected by sprinkler systems, 


proper maintenance is re- 
quired at all times. Sprinkler 
heads must have ample 
clearance for effective opera- 
tion, with a m i n i m u m 
clearance of 18 inches between 
the top of any storage and the 
sprinkler pipes or heads. The 
pipes of the system shall never 
be used for storage racks. 


"All interior control valves 


and exterior fire department 
connections and alarms shall 
be kept clear and in proper 
operating condition 
at 
all 


times. All building owners and 
occupants are further re- 
minded that it is a violation of 
the law to shut off a sprinkler 
system without first notifying 
the fire department and is 
punishable by a fine or jail 
sentence or both." 


It is the duty of the Kingston 


Fire Department to protect the 
lives and 
property of all 


citizens of the City of Kingston 
and Captain Carle urges the 
cooperation of everyone to 
achieve this goal.

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Carey Calls Budget 'Prospectus for Taxpayers-Business 


ALBANY - (UPI) - 


Highlights of Gov. Hugh 
Carey's message accompa- 
nying his proposed $11.345 
billion budget for the 1977- 
78 fiscal year which he sub- 
mitted to the 'legislature 
Tuesday. 


"The budget I present is 


a prospectus for our tax- 
payers and our businesses.. 
They deserve to know ex- 
actly where we stand and 
where we intend, to go. In 
order to prosper, it is im- 
perative that we take a new 
direction to generate coh- 
•fidence, opportunity 
and 


economic growth." 


"The budget I submit 


proposes to curb public 
spending and reduce taxes 


. in' New York State.- This 


budget is the first in the 
history of our state to pro- 
pose a permanent reduction 
in the personal income tax. 
It is the first in decades to 
reshape fundamentally the 
spending patterns of the 
state and its local govern- 
ments." ' 


"This year, for the first 


time, the budget addresses 
state spending and local 
spending within a common 
f r a m e w o r k . We have 
learned under.difficult cir- 
cumstances, that the fiscal 
affairs of the state and its \ 
localities are intimately in- \ 
tertwined, that it is im- 
ppssible to reorder taxing 
and spending priorities at 
one level of government 
without affecting the oth- 
er."

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It Took Awhile, But Steelers Found the Weakness 


MIAMI (UPI)—It was like giving a pyromaniac a match. 
When the Pittsburgh Steelers got around to breaking down 


the Dallas Cowboy offensive films last week, the coaching staff 
detected a glaring weakness. 


"They seemed to be very vulnerable to the long pass," said 


Pittsburgh wide receiver Lynn Swann, a specialist in running 
under Terry Bradshaw bombs. "We decided to go after it." 
: And go after it Swann and the Steelers did, employing the 
long pass to set up one touchdown and score another in 
providing Pittsburgh with a 21-17 victor over the Dallas 
Cowboys Sunday in Super Bowl X, giving the Steelers their 
second consecutive NFL championship. 


Swann caught four passes for a devastating 161 yards, 


including a 64-yarder with 3:02 left in the game to give the 
Steelers a 21-10 lead and enable them to hang on to the four- 
point victory. 


Swann, who caught a 32-yarder in the first quarter to set up 


Pittsburgh's initial touchdown, was named the game's most 
valuable player for his performance—which was even more 
remarkable when you consider he was earned off the field with 
a concussion two weeks ago in the American Conference title 
game against Oakland. 


Swann was in the hospital for two days and did not resume 


practicing with the Steelers until they arrived in Florida early 
last week. 


"They used single coverage on me all day which really 


surprised me," said Swann, who led the NFL in touchdown 
passes this season with 11. "I had the same guy on me all day 
—They didn't rotate their coverage or anything, we just worked 
it to our advantage." 


Swann caught all four of his passes over cornerback Mark 


Washington, who did such an outstanding job in the two NFC 
playoff games against John Gilliam of Minnesota and Harold 
Jackson' of Los Angeles. Gilliam caught one pass in seven as 


Minnesota fell to Dallas, 17-14, and Jackson did not catch a 
one as Los Angeles was routed, 37-7. 


Swann's touchdown pass came on a third-and-four situation 


when, with just a five point lead and time running out, logic 
pointed to a Franco Harris sweep or just about anything else 
but a long pass. 


"Terry called it in the huddle and I really don't know why," 


Swann said of the game-winning TD. "Other than we knew it 
would work. The call really didn't surprise me; I got by the 
man, the ball was there and it worked out." 
(SPORTS TODAY) 


What the Steelers didn't bank on, however, was Dallas 


bouncing right back for a touchdown of its own five plays later 
on a 34-yard scoring strike from Roger Staubach to second 
string wide receiver Percy Howard. Pittsburgh then failed to 
move the ball in three plays following the kickoff, triggering 
the most crucial coaching decision of the game. 


Faced with a fourth down and nine at the Dallas 41, 


Pittsburgh Coach Chuck Noll gambled on giving the ball to the 
Cowboys near midfield rather then risk a punt. Dallas had 
scored its first touchdown of the game just three minutes into 
the first quarte when Pittsburgh punter Bobby Walden dropped 
a snap from center and was smothered on his own 29 yard line. 


Noll ordered Terry Hanratty to send back Rocky Bleier into 


the line and Pittsburgh's No. 2 running back responded with 
two yards to give the Cowboys the ball back for one final shot 
at unseating the champion. 


But it wasn't really a gamble by Noll—one never gambles 


when he puts his .faith in the brutal Steeler defense. 


Staubach scrambled for 11 yards on the first play then found 


Preston Pearson with a 12 yard pass to move the ball to the 
Pittsburgh 38. But that's where the "Steel Curtain" closed on 
the Cowboys' final act as the Pittsburgh secondary smothered 
everyone Staubach dispatched for a pass the next three plays 
with Glen Edwards ending it all on an interception in the end 
zone as time ran out. 


"I thought our defense would be able to hold them" Noll 


explained, "If it was a matter of them needing a field goal, we 
would have punted. But they needed a touchdown and I didn't 
think our defense would give one up." 


"We just kept telling each other in the huddle to stay poised, 


stay poised," said Pittdburgh linebacker Andy Russell of the 
final minute. "Any time you get a team throwing the ball into 
the end zone they can come down with it." 


Dallas, relying heavily on gimmicks such as the shotgun, 


laterals and reverses, carried a 10-7 lead into the locker room 
at halftime. Staubach hit Drew Pearson with a 29-yard touch 
down pass on the first play after the botched punt attempt and 
Toni Fritsch added a 36-yard field goal on the second play of 
the second quarter. 


In between, Terry Bradshaw threw the first of his two TD 


passes to Randy Grossman, a seven-yarder, to tie the game 
initially a 7-7. Pittsburgh kicker Roy Gerela, who bruised his 
ribs when he made a tackle on the opening kickoff, missed on 
field goal tries of 36 and 33 yards, enabling Dallas to maintain 
its 10-7 lead through three quarters. 


But Reggie Harrison blocked a Mitch Hoopes' punt out of 


the end zone for a safety 3:32 into the final quarter to: pull 
Pittsburgh to within one and Gerela gave the Steelers their first 
lead of the game on their first possession following the safety 
with a 36-yard field goal. 


Gerela came back with his second field goal of the game two 


minutes later after Mike Wagner intercepted a Staubach pass 
and returned it 19 yards to the Dallas seven. Swann and 
Howard wrapped up the scoring with their long touchdown 
receptions in the game's final four minutes. 


It marked the seventh time in the last eight years the AFC 


has won the Super Bowl and it earned each member of the 
winning Steeleres $15,000. 


"We were the bad guys this year," said Franco Harris.'"We 


were the guys with the black hata. All week too we heard Dallas 
this, Dallas that, everyone wanted Dallas to win. But we are 
the champions—we have championship blood in us." 


It was one of the most intense, hard-hitting and bitter games 


in the 10 year championship series with several incidents, all 
of which seemed to involve Dallas free safety Cliff Harris. 


Harris cupped Gerela along the side of his head after the 


Pittsburgh kicker missed a 33-yard field goal late in the third 
period and was thrown to the turf momenta later by enraged 
Steeler linebacker Jack Lambert. 


Earlier in the same drive, Harris had words with Swann. 


telling the Steeler wide receiver if he had a shot at him he would 
put him out of the game. 


And finally, Harris sent Bradshaw to the locker rwm with 


three minutes left in the game when he rapped him on, the 
helmet on a safety blitz as the Pittsburgh quarterback was 
completing the winning touchdown pnss to Swann.

MIAMI (UPI)—It was just a brief flareup, a quick shove and 


a lot of words, but it turned the Pittsburgh Steelers on and 
ignited the rally which carried them to their second straight 
Super Bowl title. 


It was the third period and the Dallas Cowboys led 10-7 in 


the battle for the National Football League Championship. 
Steeler kicker Roy Gerela, who earlier missed a 33-yard attempt 
tht would have tied the score, blew another one. As Gerela 
turned to leave the field, Cowboy safety Cliff Harris smacked 
him across the helmet and reminded him that Dallas still had 
the lead. 


Harris soon found himself on the seat of his pants, thanks 


to a well-planted elbow from Jack Lambert, the Steelers middle 
linebacker. Many of the Steelers agreed that was the spark they 
needed to get them going. 


"It was a cheap shot," said Lambert, who stormed all over 


the field and had to be restrained by the officials. "Things like 
that just don't happen on this team. The official told me to 
settle down a little bit, but no way. I just wanted to hit anything 
with a white uniform. 


He did just that. 
Lambert made two quick tackles and you could just feel the 


Steeler defense begin to apply pressure. They squeezed harder 
and harder and the big break came early in the fourth quarter 
when reserve fullback Reggie Harrison blocked Mitch Hoopes' 
punt and it sailed out of the end zone for a safety. 


That cut the Cowboy lead to 10-9 and turned the tide. The 


Steelers came back to take the lead on one Gerela field goal, 
Mike Wagner's interception set up another three-pointer and 
Terry Bradshaw threw a 64-yard touchdown pass to Lynn 
Swann to insure the 21-17 victory. 


There was a bit of a scare at the end when Steeler Coach 


Chuck Noll elected not to punt at the Dallas 41 and Pittsburgh 
turned the ball over to Dallas at the Cowboy 39 with 1:31 left. 
Roger Staubach took Dallas to the Steeler 37 but Glen Edwards 
ended any chances of a miracle finish with an interception in 
the end zone as time ran out. 


"In the first half, we were being a little intimidated," 


Lambert said. "Pittsburgh should be the intimidator. Dallas 
was taking it to us a little. I can't speak for the others but it 
had an effect on me. I knew I had to get myself ready in the 
second half. 


"Cliff Harris is a competitor. There's no vendetta against 


them. We just wanted to win." 


"We have no animosity toward Dallas," said defensive end 


L.C. Greenwood after hearing of complaints by Cowboy 
players, notably tight end Jean Fugett and wide receiver 
Golden Richards. "Really, no team likes another but we all just 
go out to play." 


Noll did a lot of explaining about his key call which gave 


Dallas a chance to win. 


"I thought our offense could hold them," he said. "If they 


just needed three points, then we would have punted, but they 
needed the touchdown to win and I didn't think our defense 
would give it up." 


"We just kept reminding ourselves to keep our poise," said_ 


linebacker Andy Russell, the Steelere' defensive captain. "I was' 
very worried. Any time you get a team throwing the ball into 
the end zone, they can come down with it, we just wanted to 
make sure they wouldn't get one of those last second touch- 
downs like they did to beat Minnesota." 


Perhaps the most relieved of the Steelers was Gerela, who 


redeemed himself after his two misses. He disclosed later that 
he had bruised his ribs making a touchdown saving tackle of 
the opening kickoff and that it threw off his kicking early in 
the game. 


"I got kicked in the ribs making that first tackle and it hurt 


like hell," he said. "I just didn't get the drive I usually get into 
the first two kicks. I knew it would hurt and I wasn't getting 
into it good. But I never even considered missing the one that 
put us ahead. I just knew I was going to make it. I just thought 
that I should keep my poise, keep cool, and everything would 
be alright." 


If Gerela was the most relieved, then the most explosive was 


Swann, who was named the game's most valuable player after 
four receptions for a Super Bowl record 161 yards. 


"I read a newspaper article quoting Cliff Harris as saying 


Swann has to be thinking of his injury," said the speedy wide 
receiver, who was kayoed in the AFC title game against 
Oakland two weeks ago with a concussion. "Harris doesn't 
know Lynn Swann of the Pittsburgh Steelers." 


Swann made two spectacular catches, the first a leaping grab 


to set up Pittsburgh's first touchdown. 


"If you intend to be the champion, then you make those 


catches," he said. "Maybe that's why we are the champions. 
Maybe we do that little extra." 
It Was a 'Bitter Bowl' 


MIAMI (UPI)—Super Bowl X turned out to be one of the 


most bitterly fought NFL championship games, and some of 
the Dallas Cowboys complained the victorious Pittsburgh 
Steelers carried it a little too far. 


"There were a lot of incredible cheap shots taken out there 


today," said Dallas tight end Jean Fugett. "They are too good 
a football team to react that way. They only take cheap shots 
at little guys." 


One of Fugett's teammates, who claimed to be a victim, was 


183-pound wide receiver Golden Richards. 


"One guy just would up and slugged me in the ribs," said 


the soft-spoken blond receiver, who broke two ribs in the play. 
He said he didn't know who did the punching. 


"Another time I was running down the sidelines and took a 


shot to the head," Richards said. "It's not supposed to be a 
boxing match out there. 


"There also was a lot of grabbing and holding. Their 


secondary' does what it takes to win, and they get away with 
it." 


One of the Steelera did a little complaining on his own. 
Quarterback Terry Bradshaw, who was put out of the game 


with a slight concussion when he was sacked by blitzing safety 
Cliff Harris, hinting the blow might have been deliberate. 


"You write what you think," he said when he was asked if 


he thought it was intentional.

It wasn't on the soft red clay of Forest 


Hills, 
nor 
the 
dark 
green 
grass of 


Wimbledon, and there wasn't even a top 
prize of $50,000 involved, but anytime you 
beat Chris Evert you know you've ac- 
complished something. 


So says Martina Navratilova, the 19-year- 


old Czechoslovakian refugee who beat the 
nearly invincible Evert in Houston Sunday 
night in the finals of the first tour event on 
the Virginia Slims Circuit. 


"It was such an emotional feeling to beat 


Chris," said Navratilova, the hard-serving 
Beverly Hills southpaw who banked more 
than $150,000 last year and now drives a new 
Mercedes-Benz. "The money was the last 
thing I was thinking about." 


The money, or rather the abundance of it, 


however, was something Evert was thinking 
about. 


In an era where a woman's tennis player 


can earn in excess of $350,000 in prize money 
and who knows how much more through 
endorsements, the 21-year-old Evert said she 
had "felt a letdown all week" following her 
pocketing of $50,000 the week before and 
that she was taking her matches in a 
different light. 


"I have a new philosophy," Evert said 


after losing by a convincing 6-3, 6-4, score to 
her doubles partner. "I'm not going to get 
uptight about losing. Last year I would sit 
in my hotel room each day and just get very 
tense, no more." 


Despite beating the No. 1 woman's player 


in the world, Navratilova wasn't ready to 
boast. After all, Evert has beaten her 13-of- 
16 times, including the semifinals at Forest 
Hills and the finals of the Virginia Slims last 
year. 


"Chris made more mistakes than she 


usually makes," 
Navratilova 
said. 
"I 


thought she made more mistakes, but some 
of the other players told me after that I 
forced her to make the mistakes." 


Unshaken by the loss, Evert simply stated: 


"I think I am a better tennis player than 
Martina." 


Evert also said she would try to back off 


from some of the close relationships she has 
towards several of the other tour players. She 
refused to say, however, whether that meant 
giving up Navratilova as a doubles partner.

The bulk of the increase 


in business taxes would 
come from the reimposition 
of surcharges passed at an

Formulas Would Be Capped 
School Aid Cut 
Being Proposed 


ALBANY (UPI) - Gov. 


Hugh Carey has called for a 
cap on state .aid formulas 
for education, with a $150 
million reduction in school 
aid in the coming fiscal 
year. . 


Carey, in presenting his 


budget for the fiscal year 
beginning April 1, said 
Tuesday the state could no 
longer afford "massive out- 
lays" for increased aid each 
year. 


To ease the burden on 


local taxpayers, however, 
Carey proposed various 
other actions to give local- 
ities a net $20 million in- 
crease in school funds in the 
fiscal year beginning April 
1. 


Carey said his plan would 


put a ceiling on rising 
school costs and increasing 
property taxes while at the 
same time establishing 
"equity" between rich and 
poor school districts. 


He said the program, 


which partially paralleled 
recommendations of 
the 


Board of Regents, would 
lead to "the phase-out of 
total save-harm-less aid," 
under which districts are 
guaranteed they will not 
receive less aid than in the 
previous year. 


The governor outlined 


cuts of $109 million in gen- 
eral education aid, to a 
level of $2.566 billion, as 
well as cuts of $30 million in 
school transportation funds 
and $11 million for BOCES. 


TO balance the cuts he 


proposed altering the meth- 
od of handling insurance 
and retirement funds to 
save $90 million, earmark- 
ing $60 million of lottery 
receipts fpr schools and es- 
tablishing a $20 million 
"equalization" fund. 


"Even 
through 
public 


school enrollments are de- 
clining in New York State, 
our gross and per-pupil ex- 
penditures are the highest 
in the nation and growing 
at a faster rate than they 


should," Carey said. 


He noted that although 


school enrollments have 
dropped 4 per cent over the 
past five years, total school 
district spending has 
jumped 44 per cent. In the 
same period, the Consumer 
Price Index rose only 39 per 
cent, he added. 


Carey proposed a new aid 


system designed to "offer 
an incentive to school dis- 
tricts" to limit their budget 
increases. 


"For the 1978-79 school 


year, no district would be 
eligible for an aid increase 
unless it has agreed to limit 
its per-pupil expense in- 
creases for the 
1977-78 


school year," Carey said. 


The spending limits 


would range from 2 to 6.6 
per cent, depending on the 
type of district, Carey said. 
State aid increases would 
range from- 2 to 6 per cent, 
in an attempt to equalize 
wealthy and poor districts. 


To offset the aid cutback, 


Carey proposed stretching 
districts' contributions to 
the state Teachers' Retire- 
ment System over 40 years 
instead of 25 and stretching 
a similar payment from 15 
to 30 years. 


The 
extensions, Carey 


said, followed federal 
guidelines, would not 
jeopardize the stability of 
the pension fund and would 
save localities $70 million a 
year. 


A one-time transfer of $20 


million in localities' funds 
currently held by various 
health insurance companies 
as a reserve would also help 
to offset the aid cuts, Carey 
said. 


In addition, another $20 


million would be ap- 
propriated on a one-time 
basis to establish an 
"equalization and stabili- 
zation" fund to help dis- 
tricts which would other- 
wise face severe cuts under 
the proposed changes.

'However, despite the net 
increase of $177 million in 
taxes, Carey's message to 
the legislature described his 
proposed $11.345 billion 
spending plan as "the first 
to propose as an explicit 
objective that there be "no 


further tax increases by 
either state or local govern- 
ments." 


"To achieve this goal, it 


'structures a common fiscal 
framework for both state 
and local governments that 
reflects realistically the 
level of resources we have 
available," the governor 
said. 


Calling for a "new 


equilibrium" between the 
state's public commitments 
and its wealth, Carey said, 
/'local spending must be 
thoughtfully restrained and 
jointly coordinated to avoid 
dametge to our economy. 
State and local govern- 
ments must retrench to- 
gether. Tax rates must be 
stabilized and, where pos- 


sible, decreased at both 
levels of government." 


The tax break for individ- 


uals would'include three 
components: a tapering tax 
credit, repeal of the 2.5 per 
cent income tax surcharge 
which would otherwise be 
levied on earning of the first 
three months of 1977, and a 
new credit for child-care 
expenses. 


The tax credit would 


amount to $50 for house- 
holds with adjusted gross 
income of less than $4,000. 
The credit would decrease 
to $5 for those in the 
$19,000 to $20,000 bracket 
and would be $28 for those 
in the $9,000 to $10,000 
category and $11.50 for 
those making $14,000 to 
$15,000. 


The surcharge amounted 


to $20 lait year for tax- 
payers in the middle in- 
come range, so the repeal of 
the tax for the three-month 
period would save about 
one-quarter of that total for 
most persons and cost the 
state about $20 million. 


Allowance of a child care 


credit at 20 per cent of the 


comparable federal credit 
was proposed by Carey. His 
budget message estimated 
this feature would have a 
$20 million impact on state 
revenues. 


One procedure used to 


balance state income with 
revenues would have the 
effect of delaying tax re- 
funds taxpayers .will be 


claiming on 1976 incomes. 


By delaying these refunds 


until after April 1, the be- 
ginning of the state fiscal 
year, state income in the 
current year will seem to be 
increased by $240 million. 
The use of a similar delay in 
1978 
will help bring the 


1977-78 spending plan 
closer to balance.

AmL.'How Sweet It Was' 


By LOUISE K. BREITUNG 
Cooperative Exteniion Agent 


Besides pyramids, the an- 


cient Egyptians—at least 
the rich ones—had a fond- 
ness for exotic sweets. 


Both written and pictorial 


records show us that the 


- upper class often nibbled 


on honey-sweetened confec- 
tions, containing figs, 
dates, nuts, and spices. 
These candies came in vari- 
ous shapes' and were usually 
brightly colored. 


After the ancient Egyp- 


tians, history records 
almost nothing about can- 
dy until the 14th century, 
when sugar was shipped 
into Venice. It then tells us 
that the resulting candy in- 
dustry sold its wares largely 
to pharmacies, or spice 
stores. And the industry re- 
mained fairly localized un- 
til sugarcane and sug- 
arbeets spread through the 
world. 


Confections as we, know 


them today basically date 
back to the 16th century. Of 
course, in those days, they 
were made by hand, where 
today's modern machines 
take over the task of cook- 
ing, molding, coating, 
drying, and packaging. In 
addition to machinery, one 
other major innovation hit 
the industry in the 19th 
century—refined white 
crystalline sugar. 


The old sweet tooth just 


isn't what it used to be, if 
c a n d y 
c o n s u m p t i o n 


statistics are any indica- 
tion. 


Last year we ate slightly

less than 17 pounds of can- 
dy per person, down three 
pounds from 1969—a record 
year. Collectively, those fig- 
ures add up to 3.6 billion 
pounds for last year, versus 
just over 4 billion pounds in 
1969. 


Why the dulling of the 


sweet tooth? For one thing, 
there has been a.shift in the 
average age of Americans. 
The percentage share of 
young people—the big can- 
dy eaters—/is declining. For 
another, sharply higher 
prices of such confectionery 
staples as sugar, cocoa and 
chocolate, and nutmeats in 
1974 
and 1975 boosted 


prices at the retail level. 


Chocolate is No. 1. Choc- 


olate candy is still the 
American favorite. Nearly 
70 percent of the confec- 
tionery produced in 1975 
contained cocoa or choco- 
late. Of the total, over a 
fifth was solid chocolate, or 
chocolate mixed with-nuts, 
fruits, etc. 


Candy tastes vary some- 


what throughout our coun- 
try and noticeably from our 
European neighbors, from 
whom we import several 
specialties. For example, 
anise, a popular flavor in 
Wisconsin and Minnesota, 
is virtually unknown to the 
rest of the U.S. Similarly, 
New Yorkers seem' to prefer 
a darker, more bitter choco- 
late than their fellow Amer- 
icans. 


American Peanuts. 


Peanuts, a popular ingre- 
dient in the U.S., are liter- 
ally foreign to European 
confectionery, which often 
contains filberts or burnt 


' almonds instead. On the 


other hand, a favorite of the 
Europeans, marzipan 
(sweetened almond paste), 
is only in lackluster de- 
mand here, overshadowed 
by sweetened coconut paste 
or peanut butter. 


Nearly half the candy 


marketed in the U.S. is sold 
in packages (other than bar 
form). Candy bars account 
for another 30 percent; five 
and ten!cent specialties, a 
tenth; and bulk goods and 
penny candies, the re- 
mainder. 


That's right—penny can- 


dies are still with us despite 
inflation. 


Since candy is about 80 


percent 
sugar 
or other 


sweeteners, what happens 
to the confectionery in- 
dustry is of importance to 
the sweetener industry and 
vice versa. For example, 
confectioners are the fourth 
largest users of sugar, tak- 
ing about a tenth of the 
U.S. total. They also use 
around a fourth of the corn 
syrup, and a tenth of the 


Other important ingre- 


dients are cocoa and choco- 
late, nuts, and fats and oils. 
Cocoa and chocolate's share 
in confections has declined 
since 1972, as a result of 
relatively high prices and 
limited supplies. Likewise, 
use of nuts (except 
peanuts) has been on a 
downturn since 1968. 
Again, prices are mainly to 
blame. 


The long-term outlook for 


candy is basimcally an ex- 
tension of current trends. 
By 1980, per capita con- 
sumption is expected to be

State's OK Said I nneeded on Sales Tax 


» 
ALBANY 


Officials at the State De- 


partment of Taxation and Fi- 
nance say that Ulster County, 
without any action by the 
state legislature, could have 
raised its sales tax from one to 
three per cent last year (thus 
avoiding a whopping 34 per 
cent increase in the property 
tax). 


Ulster County Legislature 


Chairman Peter J. Savago 
"blamed" Assemblyman 
Maurice D. Hinchey (D-lOlst 
Dist.) for not taking action in 
the state legislature during the 
waning days of December but 
officials from Taxation and Fi- 
nance state unequivocally that 
no such action was needed. 


"Could Ulster County have 


increased its sales tax up to 
seven per cent on its own voli- 
tion, without any action by the 
(state) legislature?" was the 
question put to an official in 
Taxation and Finance. "Of 
course," was the answer. 


There were some complica- 


tions, brought about by the 
fact that the City of Kingston 
already has a two per cent 
sales tax of its own which 
placed its total rate at the 
seven per cent limit. 


The city has "pre-emptive 


rights" to a per cent and a half 
of its two per cent, meaning 
the county could not touch 
that part of the city sales tax. 
The other hal would have been 
open to negotiation between 
the two governmental bodies 
with the county having the 
option on whether to allow the 
city to keep its one-half per 
cent. 


Savago mentioned a six- 


month notification period dur- 
ing his arguments with 
Hinchey but according to the 
state, that would only apply if 
Ulster County decided to keep 
the one half per cent for itself. 


In that case it would have had 
to have given the city six 
months notice prior lo the end 
(Dec. 31) of the city's fiscal 
year. 


In the event that Ulster 


County was willing to allow 
the city to keep the full two per 
cent, no notice would have 
been necessary and the coun- 
ty, by a simple majority, could 
have escalated the sales tax up 
to seven per cent. 


If for some reason the county 


had wanted to go to eight per 
cent (seven per cent being the 
limit in upstate counties) then 
an act of the legislature would 
have been necessary. 


Currently, Ulster County 


collects $4.5 million a year 
from its one per cent sales tax 
while The city of Kingston 
collects SI.5 million from its 
two per cent sales tax. 


If the county had gone to 


three per cent it would have 
collected an additional 
$7,875,000 or more than 
enough to offset the more than 
$5 million extra that had to be 
raised through the property 
tax. Kingston's half a per- 
centage point would have been 
worth $375,000 so at the very 
least, according to the state", 
the county would have re- 
alized $7.5 million from its 
sales tax increase. 


Neither Hinchey nor Savago 


communicated directly with 
each other during the debate 
over the sales tax last Decem- 


ber e x c e p t 
for some 


acrimonious exchanges in the 
press. 


Hinchey, a p p a r e n t l y , 


doesn't choose to continue the 
battle. "These are the facts of 
the situation," he said when 
contacted. "They speak for 
themselves."

Banks Elected to Hall of Fame 


NEW YORK 
(UPI) - Ernie 


Banks, one of baseball's all-time lead- 
ing sluggers who is tied for ninth on 
the career home run list with 512, 
today became only the eighth player 
in history to be elected to the Hall of 
Fame in his first year of eligibility. 


Banks, the former Chicago Cubs 


star, was the only player named to 
the Hall by the Baseball Writers 
Association of America this year. He 
collected 321 of 383 votes cast by the 
10-year members of the BBWAA. The 
required number of votes necessary, 
approximately 75 per cent, was 288. 
Eddie Mathews was second in the 
balloting with 239, missing by 49 
votes, and Gil Hodges was third with 
224 Enos Slaughter finished fourth 
with 222. 


Duke 
Snider, 
a 
teammate of 


Hodges, was fifth with 212, and two 
other former Brooklyn and Los Angel- 
es players, pitcher Don Drysdale and 
shortstop Pee Wee Reese, were sixth 
and seventh with 197 and 163 votes 
respectively. 


The late Nelson Fox, an All Star 


second baseman with the Chicago 
White Sox, was eighth with 152 votes 
and 
ex-Detroit and 
Philadelphia 


pitcher Jim Bunning was ninth with 
146. Ex-Detroit third baseman 
George Kell was 10th with 141. 


A slender and graceful athlete who 


derived his power from strong wrists 
and forearms, Banks was one of the 
most consistent home run hitters in 
baseball during a 19-year career spent 
entirely with the Cubs. 


In a career that stretched from 


1953-71, Banks belted 512 home run 


—which tied him with Mathews for 
ninth on the all-time list—and drove 
in 1,636 runs. He owns a .274 lifetime 
batting average 


Twice named the National League's 


Most Valuable Player 
(1958-59), 


Banks spent most of his career as a 
shortstop and hit more home runs 
(293) than any other shortstop in 
baseball history. Five times in his 
career he hit over 40 homers in a 
season and he led the league in 
homers in 1958 (47) and 1960 (41) and 
in RBI in 1958 (129) and 1959 (143). 
Four times he hit three home runs in 
a game. 


Although renowned for his power 


hitting, Banks was no slouch in the 
field either.

ALBANY (UPI) - Gov. 


Hugh Carey is counting on 
more than $800 million 
from so-called "sin taxes" 
to 
balance 
his $11.345 


billion budget for the fiscal 
year beginning April 1.. 


The taxes, fees and prof- 


its on cigarettes, alcohol 
and various forms of gam- 
bling, including the state 
lottery,-will, bring in about 
$802.6 million to the state's 
coffers, Carey estimated.. 


The tax on cigarettes ac- 


counts'for the largest single 
item, with an estimated 
take of $336 million on the 
sale of about 2.24 billion 
packs of cigarettes at the 15 
cents per pack tai rate. 


The purchase of taxed 


cigarettes showed a decline 
in this fiscal'year of about 
1 per cent, the first drop 
since 1973, but Carey said 
Tuesday 
an anticipated 


growth in the adult popu- 
lation would boost sales 
again. 


Gross sales of the lottery 


for the 1977-78 fiscal year 
are e'stimated at $265 mil- 
lion, with S175 million from 
the popular instant game 
and $90 million from week- 
ly games. That volume of 
sales will produce a net 
profit of about $120 million, 
with $60 million earmarked 
for education and the re- 
mainder to the state's gen- 
eral fund. 


Pari-mutuel betting and 


off-track betting payments 
will produce about $158.5 
million in state revenue, a 
decline of $16.5 million 
from this year.- 


The take from thor- 


oughbred racing is down by 
about $13.3 million from 
this year, primarily because 
of anticipated competition 
from 
the newly opened 


Meadowlands track in New 
Jersey. 


The flat tracks are 


counted on for $72 million. 
Harness track pari-mutuel 
revenue shows a $2.2 mil- 
lion decline at $65.5 mil- 
lion, and OTB revenue is 
set at $21 million, down $1 
million. 


The tax on admissions to 


race tracks and boxing and 
wrestling matches is ex- 
pected to be $1.1 million, a 
decrease of $170,000 from 
this year, primarily because 
no big gate atttractions, 
such as the All-Norton fight 
in Yankee Stadium last 
summer, are in store for the 
coming year. 


Drinking remains a cons- 


tant source of income, with 
$151 
million 
anticipated 


from taxes on alcoholic 
beverages and $36 million 
from license fees. Both esti- 
mates are the same as this 
year. 


Carey predicted a slight 


decrease in tax receipts on 
liquor because of a trend 
toward, drinking less ex- 
pensive beverages such as 
wine and beer. 


The income from beer is 


expected to increase by 
about $200,000 and wine 
tax levies also are expected 
to increase by about 
$200,000. Liquor brings in 
about $128.2 million.

ALBANY (UPI) - Gov. 


Hugh Carey has proposed 
$2.4 million in his 1977-78 
budget 
to help 
prepare 


state facilities for the 1980 
Winter Olympics at .Lake 
Placid. 


The funds would be spent 


on improvements to state 
facilities at Mt. Van 
Hoevenberg, site of the 
bobsled and luge events, 
and at Whiteface Moun- 
tain, scene of the alpine 
skiing events. 


The appropriation was 


expected to face few prob- 
lems in the legislature. In 
his "State of the State" 
message earlier this'month, 
Carey was interupted- by 
lawmakers' applause when 
he pledged firm s,tate sup- 
port for the winter games. 


In his budget, released 


Tuesday, Carey" proposed 
$250,000 for Mt. Van 
Hoevenberg,' including 
$100,000 for road improve- 
ments, $100,000 for con- 
struction of utilities'and 
$50,000 for other construc- 
tion.

Rumsfeld Salvo: More Arms Money I Clean Air 


For City 
WASHINGTON (UPI) 


— In a parting salvo from 
the Pentagon, outgoing De- 
fense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld says military 
spending should increase 
over the next five years to 
keep Russia from achieving 
"meaningful nuclear supe- 
riority" over the United 
States. 


As. it stands now, 


Rumsfeld says, "no doubt 
e x i s t s a b o u t t h e 
capabilities of Soviet armed 


forces to threaten vital U.S. 
interests." 


Rumsfeld issued his year- 


ly defense report Tuesday, 
as President-elect Jimmy 
Carter was preparing for 
Thursday's inauguration 
that will usher in a new 
administration. 


The report was aimed at 


making a case for the weap- 
ons systems in the 9123.1 
billion defense budget Pres- 
ident Ford proposed for 


next year as well as • sug- 
gested increase to $138.6 
billion in 1962. Carter will 
look at those plans with an 
eye to cutting unnecessary 
expenditures. 


"While the Soviets are 


not likely to succeed in the 
admittedly complex, costly, 
and difficult task of achiev- 
ing meaningful nuclear su- 
periority, it is clear their 
capabilities are taking 
them in that direction," 


Second Transplant Works 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. 


(UPI) 
— Heart transplant 


surgeons at Stanford Uni- 
versity saved the life of a 
15-year-old boy in 1974 by 
giving him a second trans- 
planted heart to replace the 
first that .his body was re- 
jecting. 
, ' 


The boy survived and is 


doing well in high school. 
He is one of six Stanford 
patients to undergo a sec- 
ond heart transplant. One 
other patient is > alive after 
nine months with .his sec- 
ond transplanted heart. 
• The Stanford experience 
with "retransplantation" 
was reported Tuesday at an 
American Heart Associa- 
tion symposium by Dr. 
Jack G. Copeland of Stan- 
ford. He said he knew of 
only one other instance of a 
second transplanted heart 
in a single patient and that 
was performed in Houston. 


"The ability to perform 


successful retransplanta- 
'tion in a program such as 
ours is important because 
there is no mechanical sup- 


port device available to re- 
place the function of the 
heart on a long-term basis," 
Copeland said. 


H e 
s a i d 
m o r e 


retransplants will be per- 
formed as necessary. 


"We do feel a great ob- 


ligation to the patient who 
has already had one (trans- 
planted) heart so we tend to 
favor them for donor supp- 
ly. When a donor comes in 
and we have a transplant, 
who needs a heart, he gets 
it." 


The Stanford transplant 


team, headed by Dr. Nor- 
man Shumway, has per- 
formed 118 heart trans- 
plants since 1968 and now 
averages two transplants a 
month. It is by far the most 
active heart transplant 
team in the world. 


Forty-seven of the Stan- 


ford patients are still alive, 
the longest for seven years. 


Heart recipients at Stan- 


ford now have dose to an 80 
per cent chance of living 
one year. Those selected for 
new hearts have a 95 per

cent chance of dying in six 
months without them and 
34 patient* have died before 
a suitable heart donor was 
found. 


Copeland said more than 


half of all deaths of heart 
recipients are caused by in- 
fection rather than the 
patient's rejection of the 
foreign tissue. The risk of 
infection is raised by the 
use of drugs to suppress the 
body's rejection mecha- 
nisms. 


Infection was the reason 


why three of the six 
retransplant recipients 
needed a second trans- 
planted heart. Two had ac- 
celerated artery disease in 
.their first transplanted 
hearts and in one man, the 
first new heart functioned 
abnormally. 


Copeland said infection 


caused the death of three of 
the persona to receive sec-- 
ond transplants and one 
died of a stroke. 


"The 
operative risk of 


cardiac retransplantation 
would appear to be no 
.greater than that associated 
with initial trans- 
plantation," he said in a 
report to be published soon 
in a medical journal. "The 
greater risk attending 
cardiac retransplantation is 
probably infection." 


Rumsfeld said. 


The 326-page report de- 


tailed the U.S. programs 
Rumsfeld said are needed, 
among them the Bl bomb- 
er, Trident submarines and 
a new nuclear missile, the 
MX, for which Ford has 
suggested $294.4 million in 
speeded up development 
funds. 


The MX would be more 


accurate than present 
Minuteman ICBMs and 
would be placed on under- 
ground tracks to elude Rus- 
sian missiles. 


Without, auch mod- 


ernization, Rumsfeld said, 
there is "increasing proba- 
bility that before the mid- 
1980s the Soviets could 
have the capability, with a 
small 
fraction 
of their 


ICBMs, to destroy the bulk 
of the Minuteman-Titan 
force." 


Rumsfeld said since the 


Soviets developed signifi- 
cant nuclear capability, a 
situation has existed in 
which the United States is 
"directly vulnerable to at- 
tack." 


The secretary also said 


there is a "major deficien- 
cy" in U.S. capability 
against antiship cruise mis- 
siles, particularly those 
launched from planes. The 
proposed budget calls for 
$1.14 billion for ships 
equipped with the new 
Aegis antiaircraft system. 


The report said Soviet 


forces in Europe now have 
"a greater variety of long 
range delivery systems and 
more missile launchers 
than NATO" and "are not 
at any disadvantage where 
theater nuclear forces are 
concerned." 


Rumsfeld said although it 


was possible there would be 
enough warning of a Soviet 
attack in Europe to send 
reinforcements, forces there 
must be ready to face a 
surprise "blitzkrieg" by as 
much as 500,000 troops.

Economic Advisers Tell It Like It Is: 


Good Life Is Harder to Come By 


WASHINGTON (UPl) 


— A new car every few 
years, a second home for 
vacations, frequent eve- 
nings out. These and other 
signs of the good life will be 
out of reach, or at least 
harder to get for more 
Americans by 1980. 


The post-World War II 


tradition of full em- 
ployment must also be 
changed to reflect the life- 
styles of the 1970s and the 
growing numbers of young 
workers. 


These lowered expecta- 


tions for lining standards 
could be drawn from brief- 
ing data accompanying the 
annual report of the Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisers 
Tuesday. 


CEA member Burton 


Malkiel said the standard 
for "full employment" in 
the nation should be down- 
graded from the present 4 
per cent to 4.9 per cent. 


He told a news conference 


the diminished prospects 
for Americans involved 
many factors, but the most 
important was the relative- 
ly weak investment in new 
business machines and 
plants. 


Unless such investment 


picks up. he said, American 
workers will not have the 
tools lo increase their pro- 
duction and imrove their 
standard of living. 


E v i d e n c e

t h e 


diminished standard was 
contained in the Commerce 
Department's report that 
real Gross National Prod- 
uct increased only slowly 
for the third straight quar- 
ter. 


After opening the year 


with a strong 9.2 per cent 
gain, GNP dropped to 4.5 
per cent in the second, 3.9 
in the third and finally to 3 
per cent during the final 
quarter. 
' But adjusted to account 
for inflation, GNP for the 
year still 'increased by 6.2 
per cent for the first gain 
since 1973. 


Dr. John Kendrick, the 


department's top econo- 
mist, said the slow fourth 
quarter was "both bad news, 
and good." 


It means the economy did 


not grow fast enough to 
improve substantially the 
average American's stan- 


dard of living or to reduce 
unemployment, which re- 
quires at least a 4 per cent
